I ſought not to found his Empire in Blood, but 
was deſirous to cultivate the Arts of Peace for 
the Proſperity and Happineſs of his People; 
enlarged Major-General Meyer field, whom he 
had detained Priſoner for a ſhort Time, (on 
the Account mentioned in the former Volume 
of this Work) with Permiſſion to go to the 
King his Maſter, and ſent the fame King's 
Secretary, Cederhielm, to the Senate at Stock- 
bolm, with very moderate Propoſals for a Trea- 
ty. Count Piper wrote Letters to the King on 
that Subject, at the ſame Time. 

The Czar inſiſted only on the Province of 
Ingria, and Part of that of Carelia, which were 
already conquered, as a Satisfaction for the Ex- 
pences of the War; the Fortreſs of Wybourg 

for a Barrier, with the Town of Revel in H, 
thonia, were likewiſe demanded, but that only 
with an Intention to be able to abate ſomething 
of his firſt Demands at the Time the Negotia- 
tion was going on. | 

The King of Sweden, diſtreſſed as he was, 
his Troops beaten, himſelf an Exile in a fo- 
reign Prince's Dominions, ſtill retained his high 

Spirit, or rather his Obſtinacy, and wrote a 
Letter toCount Piper, in which he called theſe 
Propoſals the impudent Pretenſions of a fore- 
ſworn Enemy, and ordered Piper, in the haugh- 
ty Style of a Conqueror, to take proper Mea- 
ſures that the Czar might ſet all his Priſoners 
at Liberty, agreeable to the Cartel uſed be- 
tween other Powers at War; notwithſtanding 

he himſelf could never, before this Time, be 
prevailed upon to eſtabliſh ſuch a Cartel, tho? 
the Czar had taken much Pains about it, by the

Interpoſition of ſeveral States and Potentates. 
His Czariſh Majeſty, finding that no Peace 
was to be made with this raſh and implacable 
Enemy, but by the Force of Arms, took pro- 
r Meaſures to continue the War, and thought 
it would be moſt effectual to carry it into the 
King of Sweden's own Dominions. He gave 
freſh Orders to his Miniſters reſiding at the 
Courts of Denmark and Saxony, to uſe their ut- 
moſt Endeavours to bring the Negotiations to 
a Concluſion for an Alliance againſt Charles XII. 
and to diſpoſe the ſaid Courts to enter into joint 
Meaſures with him. | 
He knew his own Preſence would be neceſ- 
ſary in Poland, and therefore croſſed the Bo- 
ryſthenes, with the Deſign of being with Gene- 
ral Geltz, and the great General Siniatſti; but 
the Fatigues he had lately undergone, raiſed 


ſuch a Fermentation in his Blood, that he fell The Czar falls 
ſick at Kiow, and was therefore obliged to ſtop fick at Lon. 


there for ſome Time: But took Care, in the In- 
terim, to order ſome Regiments into Poland, 
to reinforce the Army of Gol!z. i 
The Victory at Pultowa was ſo compleat and 
ſo extraordinary, that it was ſome Time before 
they could give Credit to it on the other Side 
the Viſtula; but when it was no longet doubt- 
ed, the Poliſb Partizans of the Czar, and thoſe 
of the Confederacy of Sendomir, began to take 
freſh Courage : The Primate Szembeck, and 
others who had retired out' of the Kingdom, 
held ſeveral Conferences, and ſent a Deputati- 
on to King Auguſtus, to deſire him to re- aſcend 
the Throne, It was with no great Difficulty 
that he was brought to accept an Invitation of 
that kind, ſince he had before reſolved to make

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15709. an Attempt to recover his Crown, ſceing in 
SY bos great Diſorder the Affairs of Sweden were, 
even before the Defeat of their Army at Pulto- 
wa. In order to which he had had ſeveral Con- 
ferences with the King of Denmark, who in his 
Return from a Journey to Daly, pay'd him a 
Viſit at Dreſden, from whence they went toge- | 
ther to the Court of Berlin, where the three 
Kings, in ſeveral Conferences together, con- 
certed all Things relating to the Return of King 
Auguſtus. 

Before he entered Poland himſelf, he publiſh- 
ed the following long Maxi ESTO, drawn up 
| in Concert with the Czar's Plenipotentiaries, 
wherein he makes his coming back to the 
| Throne, a Point of Conſcience, and vindicates 
the Conduct and Conſtancy of the Czar, as 
much as he expoſes the Ambition, Obſtinacy and 
Tyranny of the King of Sweden, I have choſe 
to give this Manifeſto at length, that the 
Reader may judge of the Reaſons he gave for 
his own ConduR, particularly with relation to 
the famous Treaty of Altranſtadt, and what 
| followed upon it, which ſo much amazed all 
| Europe, and which ſo highly incenſed the Czar, 
but who, by this Time, was ſo well ſatisfy'd 
| of the Neceſſity of his Aﬀairs, which drove him 
to accept of any Terms for the Preſervation of 
his People, that he was again united to him in 

Friendſhip.

„Make known to all, (though it be already 
© notorious to every Body) That in the Year 
«© 1699 we were forced to take up Arms againſt 
Sweden, in order to reſtore the Freedom of 
„Commerce, which was one of the Conditions 
«© of the Peace of Oliva, and which had been 
& ſtipulated for the Kingdom of Poland, and 
* its Inhabitants, by the XV® Article of that 
„Treaty. The Swedes had fo far entrench'd 
upon the ſaid Liberty of Trade, that after 
* we found they had no Regard to the Com- 
* plaints and Repreſentations of our Subjects 
* thereupon, we thought ourſelves obliged in 
& Conſcience, to have Recourſe to Arms, not 
* only to make them obſerve that Condition 
before mention'd ; but alſo ſeveral others 
e which they had violated, contrary to the En- 
© gagements they had enter'd into by the ſaid 
Peace of Oliva, However, we deſign'd to 
& uſe our Arms no otherwiſe, than as it is al- 
„ lowed and practiſed among Chriſtians; of 
* which our Intention we gave at firſt ſeveral 
„ Proofs. We not only endeavour'd, by gra- 
«* cious Proclamations, to recall thoſe whom 
« vain Fears had driven from the Province of 
* Livonia, upon our Approach; but even 
s cauſed Bread and Corn to ſow the _ 
* to be diſtributed to thoſe whom a pagick

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« Terror had conſtrained to waſte and deſtroy 
« their own Goods and Lands. We did not 
« reject the Propoſals of Reconciliation that 
« were made to us, both by the Envoy of 


« France, who was already in the Country, 


« and by the Dutch Miniſter, who arrived ſoon 
« after: And the Complaiſance we ſhewed on 
that Occaſion, interrupted the Progreſs of 
« our Arms, which were then attended with 
« all the Succeſs we could wiſh for. 

„In the mean Time, Charles XII. King of 
« Sweden meditated nothing leſs than to wreſt 
« the Scepter from our Hands, and oblige us 
« todeſcend the Throne. With theſe Thoughts 
« he made an Irruption into Poland; and hav- 
<« ing rejected the Propoſals that were made 
« him, both by ourſelves and with our Permiſ- 
« ſion, by the Eſtates of our Kingdom, he 
« made his utmoſt Efforts to carry the fatal 
« Firebrand of Sedition among our Subjects, 
and engage them in his Party. In order to 
gain his Ends, he cauſed Inſinuations to be 


4 ſpread, That we had violated the Pata Con- 
«© venta (or Agreements) we had made with 


«© the Republick ; and a Chimerical Interreg- 
num was ſuppoſed, the lawful King of Poland 
« being ſtill alive, He drew beſides to War- 
« /aw ſome Members of the Eſtates of our 
« Kingdom, under the ſpecious Pretence of 
s treating of Peace: And although thoſe who 
<« repaired thither had received no Inſtructions, 
« but in relation to that Affair, he endea- 
« your'd to make uſe of their Preſence to com- 
«« paſs the impious and raſh Deſign he had laid 
of diveſting us of the Royal Dignity. 
Count Stani//aus Leſcinſki, on whoſe Father

« ject of our Kindneſs and Benevolence: In a 
„ Word, who had ſo often and ſo ſacredly 
« ſworn an inviolable Fidelity to us: This ve- 
« ry Count Leſcinſti abandon'd himſelf to ſuch 
« a Degree of Temerity and Infatuation, that 
&* he was willing to become the Inſtrument of 
te the criminal Machinations that were hatching 
eto take away the Crown from us. He had 
te the Confidence to ſet up for King of the il- 
« Juſtrious Poliþ Nation, and pretended to 
« command many others, his Equals, not to 
« ſay infinitely his Superiors; and all this a- 
6c youu the Fundamental Conſtitution of the 
« Kingdom. Theſe monſtrous Deſigns were 
« the Reſult of that diminutive Aſſembly, 
« whom the Fear and Terror of the Swedifþ 
« Army that was in the Neighbourhood, robb*d 
« of all manner of Liberty, and which never- 
« theleſs they had the Boldneſs to call a Dyet of 


Election. But Cardinal Radziowſti, Primate 


« of the Kingdom, altho' he had himſelf not a 
little contributed to that criminal Deſign, con- 
« trary to his Allegiance and Conſcience, re- 
« fuſed, however, to aſſiſt at that chimerical 
Act, or be preſent at the vain Coronation they 
„ meditated. Thoſe of the States of Poland 
* who were there preſent, proteſted againſt all 
the Proceedings that mi 1 be made thereup- 
on, and challenged the Laws received at all 
« Times amongſt the Poles, whereby all Acts of

ly null, if there were but one Oppoſer. 


The Senators, the Grandees of the King- 
a B 4 « dom, 
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1709, * dom, and in general, all good Patriots re- 
„ main'd unſhaken; nor would they violate 
ce their Faith to God, the Author of Royal 
« Majeſty, to their lawful King, and to the 
« Laws of the Kingdom; or do any thing de- 
*« rogatory of their Liberty. On the contrary, 
& animated by a true Zeal, they cauſed, on the 
« 28" of July, 1704. a Maniteſto to be pub- 
« liſhed in the Camp of Landſbut; wherein, 
« after the Example of what had been done 
the preceding Year at the Aſſembly at Sendo- 
« nir, the pretended dethroning (as they cal- 
led it) and all the Steps the ill- affected had 
« taken in that Affair, were declared null, il- 
& legal, and criminal. By the ſame Manifeſto, 
« they expreſſed their Indignation againſt fuch 
« Deſigns, proteſted againſt the Act of that 
« forced Election; proclaim*d Leſcinſty, and the 
&« Accomplices of his wicked Attempt, Traitors, 
Enemies of their Country, and guilty of High 
« Treaſon; confirmed the Confederacies they 
« had enter'd into, in order to oppoſe all the 
« unjuſt Efforts of the Conſpirators; and en- 
« gaged themſelves by new Oaths inviolably to 
t remain faithful and obedient to us: All which 
| was ſtill repeated and confirmed by new De- 
. « crees of the ſubſequent Aſſemblies. 
„There was a Concluſion (or Reſolve) of 
« the Empire, made at the Diet of Ratiſbonne, 
„ the 30 of September, 1702, confirmed by 
« the Emperor, and by all the States of the 
« Empire, and approved. by the King of 
« Sweden himſelf, on account of the Territories 
he poſſeſſes in Germany, by which Concluſion 
« it is declared, That whoever ſhould attack or 
« moleſt, in any manner whatſoever, any Elefor, 
« Prince,

« Prince, State, or Ally of the Empire, during 


« the War againſt France, and her Adherents, x x 


«« ſhall be declared an Enemy of the Empire, and 
« bis Enterprizes looked upon as Attempts againſt

« that all Electors, Princes, States, and Allies of 
« the Empire ſhall be obliged to unite their Forces 
« to oppoſe his Deſigns. But this Concluſion 


was not able to withhold the King of Sweden, 
or hinder him from making Enterprizes a- 


« gainſt the Empire, and to carry War into 
« our Electorate and Hereditary Dominions. 

The firſt Words the King of Sweden's Mi- 
e niſters addreſſed to our unfortunate, though 
te innocent Subjects, were nothing but Threats 
& of Fire and Sword: For the Declaration he 
e publiſhed at his Camp near Krumels, on the 
„ 34 of September, 1706, upon his Irruption in- 
« to Saxony, imported, That whoſoever ſhould 
«© preſume to ſell bis Houſes or Lands, ſecure his 
« Houfhold Furniture, or conceal under Ground 
« bis moſt valuable Goods, who ſhould make the 
&« leaſt Reſiſtance, or ſhould not readily obey the 
« Orders of the Officers and Commiſſioners, ſuch a 
« Man, of what Condition or Rank ſoever, and 
« in what Place foever he ſhould be apprehended, 
&« or his Goods found, ſhould be treated as an Ene- 
«© my, and chaſtiſed by FIRE and SworRD. The 
« King of Sweden had alſo brought along with 


ss him the Traitor Leſcinſti, accompanied with 


« a Rabble of perfidious Poles. 
It is eaſy to judge what Fear and Ferror 
« ſuch an unexpected Irruption ſtruck among 
our Subjects. The forementioned Declarati- 
on, fill'd with Menaces *till then unheard of 
among Chriſtians, which they had before 
| their 
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1709. „their Eyes, caſt them into the utmoſt Con- 
. ſternation 3 they durſt not conceal any Thing 
« they had, nor take it from the Hands of the 
« rapacious Soldier. A Word, Geſture, the 
« leaſt Delay were charged upon them as 
« Crimes ; they were treated as refractory and 
« contumacious z the Fear of loſing their Lives 
« by the Sword, and of ſeeing their Goods and 
4 Poſſeſlions deſtroy'd by Fire, kept them in 

6s 41 Alarms. 
«+ Things being at this Paſs, who can put 
an ill Con ſtruction on the paternal Compaſſi- 
« on which the Miſery and Calamities of our 
Subjects raifed in our Breaſt? And beſides, 
« we were powerfully ſollicited by another Con- 
« ſideration, which was our Apprehenſion, that 
| « the ſaid Irruption ſhould kindle the War in 
| e the very Heart of the Empire, and interrupt 
| « the ſucceſsful Progreſs of the Confederate 
| « Arms againſt France. Theſe Conſiderations 
« obliged us to name Plenipotentiaries, and 
« we fix'd our Choice upon ſuch Perfons, as 
on other Occaſions had given us ſome Proofs 
« of their Fidelity and Capacity, and of whom 
«© we had the more Reaſon to entertain the bet- 
« ter Hopes in this Juncture, in that they had 
&« offered themſelves, and earneſtly deſired to 
ebe employed in ſo nice an Affair. Hereup- 
«« on we gave them Inſtructions; ordered them 
to attend our Enemy; and for the ſpeedier 
s reſtoring of the Tranquility ſo ardently wiſh'd 
„for, and to ſhew to our Plenipotentiaries 
© themſelves the good Opinion we had of their 
Fidelity and Abilities, we truſted them with 
« Blank-Signs, which they might uſe in this 
«*« Negociation, if Occaſion required. _ —

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« inſerted this Clauſe in the full Powers we fur- 


«« niſhed them with, and which we delivered t 


s them at the Camp near Novogrodeck, Auguſt 
« x6, 1706. THAT THEY SHOULD TREAT 
« UPON EQUITABLE CHRISTIAN CONDITI- 
« ons, A Clauſe which has been ſince often 
s repeated by the Swedes themſelves. Now all 
« the World may judge whether they have ob- 
« ſerved that Chriſtian Equity? For there is not 
« one Article in that Treaty, which bears the 
« Name of a Treaty of Peace, and was con- 
te cluded at Randſtadt by our ſaid Plenipoten- 
« tiaries, on the 24" of September, — 2 that 
« has the leaſt Shadow either of Equity or Chri- 
* ſtianity. This was therefore the Reaſon why 
« thoſe wretched and imprudent Negotiators of 
« the Peace, durſt not deliver to, or lay be- 
1 fore us, the Treaty they had concluded, ſuch 
« as it was publiſhed afterwards. On the con- 
« trary, George Erneſtus Pfingſten, who re- 
« paired to us at Petricow, and was preparin 
« to return into Saxony the 20 of Offober, ha 
« the Confidence to aſſure us, That nothing 
« was yet concluded ; That the Conditions 
«« were not agreed on, but only propoſed; That 
« although the Swedes inſiſted on ſome that 
« ſeemed too hard, it would be eaſy to miti- 
« gate the fame, upon our Arrival in Saxony, 
which he was 42 of, and could prove 
« by his Minutes; though tis certain, as ap- 
« peared by the Sequel, that they kept none: 
And this is the more evident, in that the 
Treaty had already been ſigned on both 
« Sides, the 14 of September, that is, before 
« he endeavourꝰd to perſuade us of the Truth 
« of the Aſſurances before mentioned. More- 
« over, 
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1709. over, they maliciouſly, without our Know- 


LW © ledge, and contrary to our Intention, miſ- 


« uſed one of the Blanks we had given them, 
« to ratify the Articles of a fraudulent Treaty, 
« which we had not even ſeen. And to make 
« the Thing the more plauſible, the ſaid Pfing- 
«« fen cauſed the Ratification to be dated the 
t ſame Day he — from us, and had endea- 
«« youred to make us believe Things ſo contra- 
« ry to Truth. 

« Theſe falſe Suggeſtions with which they 
« deceived us, and the vain Hopes they gave 
« us, robbed us of all the Fruit we ought to 
« expect from the Victory we gained at Kaliſb, 
« the 29” of October, with our own Troops, 
s ſeconded by the Valour of thoſe of his Czar- 
« iſh Majeſty, and with the Divine Aſſiſtance, 
« over General Meyerfeldt, who thought to 
have ſurprized us, with an Army conſiſting 
« of Swedes, and ſome Poliſh Rebels. We 
« therefore did not purſue a Victory, from 

e which we might have drawn moſt conſiderable 
% Advantages, but gave the King of Sweden 
e freſh Teſtimonies of the ſame Generoſity 
« with which we had ated during the whole 
« Courſe of the War we had maintain'd with 

* him. We ſet at Liberty General Meyerfelat, 
6 — all os other Priſoners we had taken: 
We cauſed their Ba and Equipage to 
be reſtor'd to them _— which! we haſt- 
«« ened our Return into Saxony, truſting to the 
« Aſſurance that had been given us, that Things 
«« would be adjuſted amicably, and conſonant 
« to the Laws of Equity and Chriſtianity, when

„Upon our Arrival, we were entertain'd 
« with fair Words and Promiſes, but it was 
ts not difficult for us to diſcover at the Bottom

had been ſurprized and over-reach'd. 

« Things being at this Paſs, what Courſe 
« was there for us to take? We ſaw ourſelves

% Fruit we might have expected from our Vi- 
&« ory, and we had loſt the improving the ad- 
« yantageous Offers that were made us; that

« not therefore in our Power to refuſe publiſn- 


„ing the Declarations of the 9-20 of Janu- 
« ary, 1707, Which the King of Sweden wreſt- 
«ed from us. But not being able to delay 
sour juſt Reſentment, we cauſed to be arreſt- 
tc ed, and committed to the Fortreſs of Sonnef- 
c tien, the pernicious Contrivers of the Treaty, 
having deprived them of their Dignities and 
O Offices; and the Sentence they have juſtly 
« deſerved will be pronounced againſt them. 
« How hard and unjuſt ſoever were the Con- 
« ditions of Peace that had been impoſed upon 
« us, the King of Sweden did not even obſerve 
«« the Engagements he had entred into. To be 
«« convinc'd of it, *tis but reading the firſt Ar- 
« ticle of the Treaty, importing, That cauſing 
« all Hoſtilities to ceaſe, they mutually promiſe not 
© to do any thing by themſelves or others, ſecretly

« thoſe who were Priſoners with him, at Li- 
« berty. We were even forced to give up as 
« Priſoners to the Swedes, ſuch of our Soldiers 
and Subjects, whom they had taken at the 
„ Battle of Fravenſtadt, and whom we had re- 
“ ſcued at that of Kali. 

« Although we were not in the leaſt en- 
te gag'd to it by the Treaty of Peace, yet, at 
the Deſire of the King of Sweden, we con- 
« deſcended to write with our own Hand, a 
Letter to Staniſlaus, wherein we treated him 
« in the ſame manner, and gave him the fame 
« Titles as were allow'd him by the King of 
«© Sweden, Our Intention was to teſtify by 
this Step, That we ſhould not negle& any 
Means that were thought proper to eaſe Saxo- 
«*« xy, and to deliver it from the Calamities it 
„ groan'd under. 

In the laſt Place, we yielded, as far as it 
lay in our Power, to the repeated Inſtances, 
« which, contrary to our Expectation, were 
„ made to us in the Month of June, in the 
« ſame Year; though not without great Grief 
and Struggle in our Heart. 

| «© But yet we got nothing by all this: Nor 
* had the Steps we have mentioned, or many

Although we had caus'd our Garriſons to 
© march out of Cracow and Tycozin, two Towns 
« of Poland, towards the Beginning of the

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1709. © Year 1707. yet thoſe which the King of 
WW > «© Sweden had put into the Caſtle of Leipfick 
« and Wirtemberg, did not evacuate thoſe Pla-

* Treaty, 
The exceſſive Sums of Money which they 
&« forced from our poor Subjects, inſtead of a- 
s bating after the Concluſion of the Peace, 
did rather daily increaſe; and after the Trea- 
« ty was ſign'd, they raiſed yet greater Con- 
4 tributions within the Space of one Month, 
& than could reaſonably have been exacted in 
4 Sixteen, which could not fail entirely exhau- 
„ ſting the Country. And indeed, upon a 
« true Computation of the Contributions the 
« Swedes have exacted in Saxony, under the 
% Name of Shares and Rations, it is found that 
« they have ſuck'd out of that Province 23 
« Millions of Crowns (that is above 5 Mil. 
« lions Sterling) without including the Dama- 
ges and Loſſes occaſion'd by the Licentiouſ- 
<« neſs of the Soldiers, and their cruel Execu- 
« tions. Now did theſe Words of the Treaty, 
« Wherewithal to ſubſiſt them, ſignify the im- 
«« menſe Sums of Money, and vaſt Quantities 
« of Forage, which the Swedes exacted with- 
out either Bounds or Meaſure? Beſides it is 
« manifeſt, that when it was agreed that the « 
« Swediſh Army ſhould be maintain'd during 
| | « the Winter-Quarters, it was underſtood in

| «« fjon of the Treaty, and not as it was ſince 
| « augmented. Tis certain that the exceſſive

« Garriſons with their Arms and Equipage, 
« were publickly liſted by the Swedes; who 
& had the Boldneſs to put upon us the Affront 
« of tearing off, on ſeveral Occaſions, and in 
« different Places, particularly in Lower Lu- 
« ſatia, the Edicts we had cauſed to be af- 
« fixed againſt Deſerters, according to Cu- 
« ſtom. | 

There was not one Word in the Treaty 
« whereby we were engag' d to maintain that 
„ Croud of Poles who accompany'd Staniſlaus, 
« much leſs Staniſlaus himſelf, whom they had 
« dar'd to chuſe for their Leader; nevertheleſs 
« Money and Forage were violently wreſted 
from our Subjects for their Entertainment:

« if any of thoſe Officers were adjudg'd to

* tution, and it happen'd ſometimes, that 
e thoſe who made Complaints of this Nature 
e were expoſed to all manner of Inſults. 

© The Swedes were never ſatisfy'd either

Daring his Czariſh Majeſty's Illneſs at Kiow, 
he ſent ſome Regiments into Poland, as hath 


been ſaid before, to join General Goltz, and or- 


dered others to march to Riga, and block up 
that Place. On his Recovery, which was ſoon, 
he ſer out himſelf to execute his Deſigns; and 
learnt on the Road, that Major General Craſ- 
ſau and King Staniſlaus, upon the News of the 
Defeat of the Swediſh Army, had preſently re- 
tired to the Frontiers of Pomerania, i 

His Czariſh Majeſty, having renewed his 
Friendſhip and Alliance with King Auguſtus, 
arrived at Lublin, on the 5" of September, with 
the Hereditary Prince and ſeveral Perſons of 
Diſtinction; the ſame. Evening, the Princes 
Menzikoff, Golowin, and Dolgoruki, the Sieur 
Oęixſti Velt-Mareſchal of Lithuania, and ſeve- 
_ other Generals arrived alſo in the fame 
Town; as did the next Day the Velt-Mareſchal 
G.,''z, having left the Army under his Com- 


River, This General was very favourably re- 
ceived by the Czar, who the next Day review'd 
his Army. His Majeſty held a Council here, 
when a thouſand Dragoons were ordered to be 
detached to go towards War/aw, to ſecure ſome 
Poſts on the Road, and 400 more were ſent to 
take a Poſt on the Viſtula. From hence his 
Majeſty thought proper to-publiſh the follow- 
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ing DEcLARAT10N, ſummoning all thoſe of 
the adverſe Party, to come in and unite them- 
ſelves with the Kepublick and their lawful King, 
within the Space of four Weeks.

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AvcusTvs now paſſed the Oder, in his Way 
10 Thorn, a Town in Royal Pru/ſ/za, ſituated on 
the Weiſſel or Viſtula, but under the Protection 
of the Poles, where a grand Council was aſſem- 
bling, and where the Czar had agreed to have 
an Interview with him. The Troops of his 
Czariſh Majeſty being divided, took the Routs 
of Lithuania and Livonia, and he himſelf ap- 
proaching Thory, on the 8 of Oober, with a 
numeraus Train of Grandees and Generals, King 
Auguſtus went about half a League up the Vi- 
ſtula, to meet his Reſtorer. The Czar went in- 
to the King's Yacht, and theſe two Princes fe- 
licitated each other on the Satisfaction of meet- 
ing again. The King complimented the Czar 
on the glorious Victory he had gained, and the 
Czar made his Compliments to the King on his 
Return, without any Reproaches on the Affair 
of Alt-Ranſtadt, or any other: For theſe Au- 
guſtus had taken Care to prevent, by the Man- 
ner in which he treated the Ruſian Plenipoten- 
tiaries, and by the Reaſons which he alledged, 
for all he had done, in his Manifeſto. Their 
Majeſties being landed, the Czar received the 
Compliments of the Magiſtrates in a Body, and 
after having returned them an Anſwer by the 
Great Chancellor Count Golowin, went with 
King Auguſtus to the Houſe that was prepared 
for him, thro* the continual Acclamations of 
the People, of Long live the Czar and the King.

„gained more by the Bleſſing which God had 
« beſtowed on his Arms, than the Republick, 
„ ſince by That they had their lawful King re- 
* ſtored to them.“ The Senators deſiring the 
Czar would appoint Commiſſaries for their At- 
fairs, which being done, the Polanders propoſed,

Fear, if the King of Sweden was at the Head 
of thoſe Troops commanded by General Cru/- 
ſau, which now fled every where before him, 
To this Purpoſe his Czariſh Majeſty anſwered 
them, without waiting to be told by the Gran- 
dees, That the Laws of their Kingdom would not 
permit of any Foreign Power to intermeddle with 
their Domeſtick Affairs, He made no-Reply at 
all to the Propoſition of reſtoring the Places 
in the Ukrain, which in effect he had conquer'd 
by driving the Swedes out of that Province. 

The Firſt Days of the Meeting between 
Peter and Auguſtus were ſpent in Feaſting and 
Rejoicing, during which Time the Czar ap- 
peared with a Sword by his Side, which King 
Auguſtus had preſented to the King of Stoeden, 
when he was in Saxony, and which was found 
among the Baggage of Charles XII. after the 
Battle of Paultowa. While the Czar was in this 
City, he went all over it on Foot, viſiting eve- 
ry Place of Note, particularly the Church of 
the Jeſuits z and when theſe two Monarchs had 
taken thoſe Meaſures they thought proper at 
Thorn, they parted, Auguſius to return to his. 
own Dominions in Saxony, and the Czar to meet 
the King of Pruſſia at Marienwerder.

them with three Salvoes. Prince Menzikoff and 
Count Wartembergh followed in the next Coach, 


and after them the chief Officers of both Mo- 


narchs, who dined together. They had ſome 
Conferences by themſelves, and afterwards held 
a Council with their chief Miniſters, in which 
was confirmed the Alliance before projected be- 
tween them and the King of Denmark and King 
Auguſtus, Another Negotiation of great Im- 


portance was likewiſe concluded here in favour 


of the King of Pruſſia, by which the Duke of 
Courland, his Nephew, had his Duchy reſtored 
to him, by an Agreement of Marriage with 
the Czar's Niece. 

The Czar left Marienwerder on the 5" of. 
November, to go to Miltaw, in order to join 


his Generals, and regulate the Operations to 


which his Troops were deſtinated. The Gene- 
ral Velt-Mareſchal Czeremetof arrived about 
this Time, near Poloczk, with 52000 Men; 
his Van- Guard, conſiſt ing of ſeven thouſand, 
were advanced as far as Mittaw, upon whoſe 
Approach, General Stromberg, who command- 
ed in Riga, not doubting but the Czar's firſt 
Efforts would be made in Livonia, recalled the 
Swediſh Troops that were in Courland, whoſe 
Place was immediately after taken by the Muf- 

covile Lieutenant General Allard. 
The Ruffian Troops, which conſiſted of 
120,000 Men in the whole, were _ of

As the ancient Cuſtom of making publick 
Spectacles of unhappy Men made Priſoners by 
the uncertain Fate of War, had been long a- 
boliſhed among Chriſtian Princes, it may ſeem 
unaccountable, that the Czar, who had trea- 
ted theſe Gentlemen, the Swediſh Priſoners, be- 
fore with ſo much Regard, ſhould now lead 
them, in ſuch a cruel Manner, through the 
publick Streets to 2 his Triumphs, unleſs 
we conſider two Things, firſt that the Priſo- 
ners taken at the Battle of Narva were uſed 
ſomewhat in the like Manner at Stoctholm; 
and ſecondly, that how great an Enemy ſoe- 
ver he might be to vain Pomp himſelf, yet 
as the Vulgar are ſtruck by theſe Things, it 
was abſolutely neceſſary among his rude Peo- 


ple, to preſent them with a Show of this Sort, 


which might at one Time give them a proper

The Secretary and Gentlemen of the Embaſly 
went in the Coaches appointed for them, each 
according to his Rank, and the Train being 
increaſed by the Ambaſſador's Coaches proceed-

his Capital, his Niece Anne Joanowna, the of the preſent 
fourth Daughter of his elder Brother the Czar — 
Jobn, was married to the Duke of Courland, Ind. ; 
Frederick-William the Son of Frederick IT. fifth 
Duke of Courland, and Elizabeth- Sophia of 
Brandenbourg Siſter to Frederick I. King of 
Pruſſia. But this young Prince falling ill, left 
her a Widow a few Days after their Marriage.

ſucceed in which he commanded out 2000

the Morning; that is to ſay, five real Attacks 
and two fergn'd, with Orders in Caſe one of 


them ſhonld ſucceed, to puſh the Swedes home 


without giving them Time to recollect them- 
ſelves: Purſuant to this Order the Troops mo- 
ved under the Command of Brigadier Balck, 
and after they had paſſed the Ditches, they 
ſcaled the Wall on the Side of the new Town 
and of the Corn Magazines, and enter'd the 
Place, notwithſtanding the Fire of the Can- 
non, with which the Ramparts were well fur- 
niſhed, and the Oppoſition of the main Part 
of the Garriſon, beſides which the Baſtions and 
Works had Mines under them, 

The Swedes were puſhed to the Bridge of 
the old Town over the River, where for ſome 
Time they made an obſtinate Reſiſtance ; but 
in the End they were obliged to give Way, 
and were purſued to the great Square of the 
old Town, where Brigadier Balck made all the 
Garriſon Priſoners, with the two Lieutenant- 
Colonels who commanded them. This Action 
was the bolder, becauſe the Town was forti- 
fy'd with twelve Royal Baſtiops, two Ditches 
filled with Water, and a high Wall with Ram- 
parts of Turf. 

Major-General Noſtitz, in Conſideration of 


the gallant Behaviour of the commanding Swe- 


diſh Officers in this Action, returned them 
their Swords till the Czar's Pleaſure _— be 
nown. 
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known. Thoſe Officers confeſſed that they 


could not conceive how the Major-General gy IJ 


came to hazard ſuch an Enterprize, and yet 
leſs how it came to ſucceed ſo happily, attri- 
buting the Succeſs entirely to the good Con- 
duct and Bravery of the Officers and Soldiers 
of his Czariſh Majeſty's Troops; who in this 
Conqueſt did not loſe above twenty eight Men, 
while they took Priſoners the Lieutenant-Co- 
lonels Bethun and Zager, ten Captains, thirteen 


Lieutenants, twelve Enſigns, ninety five Sub- - 


alterns and Gunners, and ſeven Hundred and 
ſeventy ſix Soldiers. 

The Czar departed from Moſcow the latter 
End of February, in order to go into Poland 
by the Way of Peterſburgh and Livonia; the 
Czarewitz, who had been ſome Time in Po- 
land, was gone from Cracow to Warſaw, the 
Czar deſigning he ſhould viſit ſeveral Courts 
of Europe before his Marriage with the Prin- 
ceſs of Wolfembuttel, which was then in Treaty. 

In this Interval King Auguſtus held a Diet 
at Warſaw, the Members of which were great- 
ly divided among themſelves, the greateſt Part 


of whom made the Continuance of the Ruſſian 


Troops in Poland their Pretext for fomenting 
Diviſions in the Republick ; which alone would 
have obliged the Czar to keep his Troops 
there, that he might not loſe the Fruit of his 
Conqueſts, one great End being to drive Sta- 
niſlaus quite out of Poland. 
The Forces before Riga kept the Town in 
a manner block*d up, throwing ſeveral Bombs 
into it from Time to Time, the Beſieged made 
a few uſeleſs Sallies, and the Velt-Mareſchal 
Caeremeatof ſeemed reſolved to reduce this im-

bold and difficult — which was to

bourg, the Capital of Swediſh Carelia, and a 
Port of great Importance to the Swedes on the 
Gulf of Finland. | 
Admiral Apraxin came before the Town in 
the Night between the 2* and 3“ of April, 
and attacked the Suburbs, which the Beſieged 
abandon'd after having ſet Fire to two of their 
Magazines; the Ruſſians taking Poſſeſſion of 
the Place quitted by the Swedes, extinguiſhed 
the Flames, and ſeized on three Ships that 
were in the Port, His Czariſh Majeſty came 
before the Town with Part of his Fleet, which 
brought Proviſions, Ammunition, and the ne- 
ceſſary Artillery, conſiſting of eighty Pieces 
of Cannon, twenty ſix Mortars, and two Hun- 
dred and fifty Coehorns. A Squadron of thir- 
teen Swediſh Men of War preſented itſelf to 
oppoſe their landing, but dar*d not undertake 
any thing. The Siege was puſhed on with 
Vigour, which nevertheleſs continued till June, 
when the Garriſon deſired to capitulate, The 
Governor obtained Leave to march out with 
Arms and Baggage; but Count Apraxin when 
he came out, cauſed him and his Garriſon to 
be detained Priſoners of War, as a Repriſal 
for ſeveral Practices of the Swedes contrary to

That General publiſhed a Sort of Manifeſto,

this ſeeming Breach of a Capitulation; it con- 
ſiſted of three Articles, 


I, That a Muſcovite Ship being ſent to the 
Swediſh Fleet with a Flag of Truce, comman- 
ded by Lieutenant Smith, with Letters from 
the Swediſh Priſoners in Ruſſia, to receive in 
Exchange thoſe of the Ry/jian Priſoners in 
Sweden, as had been often practiſed in the like 
Caſes, the ſaid Ship was detained without any 
manner of Reaſon, and the Flag of his Czar- 
iſm Majeſty pulled down and torn, 

II. That contrary to the Uſage of Chriſtian 
Princes, the Czar's Reſident Chilkow had been 
arreſted at Stockbolm, and his Effects confiſca- 
ted; notwithſtanding his Czariſh Majeſty had 
ſent back the Swediſh Reſident Knipercroon, on 
Condition that he ſhould procure the Enlarge- 
ment of the Ruſſian Miniſter, who, on the 
contrary, was more cloſely confined than e- 
ver. 

III. That at the Time when the War was 
declared, all the Ryſian Merchants and their 
Effects were ſeized in Sweden, ſome were con- 
demned to hard Labour, and ſome had dy'd 
of Hunger. 


General Apraxin declared that as ſoon as the 
Regency of Sweden gave Satisfaction on theſe 
three Complaints, the Garrifon ſhould enjoy 
all the Advantages that had been promiſed 
them by the Capitulation. Nevertheleſs he 
permitted all the Officers that were wounded, 
and all the Widows and Children of thoſe that 
had been killed, to go where they pleaſed,

WES The Velt-Mareſchal Czeremetof was no ſoon-

ders, 


er informed of the Surrender of this important 
Place, but he gave Notice of it to the Go- 
vernor of Kiga, to whom he had ſome Days 
before wrote a very civil Letter to exhort him 
to prevent a greater Effuſion of Blood, and 
the total Ruin of the Town, and offer'd him 
a very honourable Capitulation, ſeeing it was 
impoſſible for him, in the Condition he was, 
to defend himſelf many Days longer. But 
General Stromberg anſwer'd all theſe civil In- 
vitations only from the Mouths of his Cannon. 
He every Day expected Succours by Sea, but 
the Ruſſians, Maſters of the Entrance into the 
River, lined the Banks with three Hundred 
Pieces of Cannon, raiſed on fix Redoubts, at 
a Diſtance from each other, and had made a 
ſtrong Staccado in the Water, behind which a 
Bridge of Boats bore twelve large Guns to de- 
fend it ; ſo that the Fleet imagining it impoſ- 
ſible to ſurmount ſo many Difficulties, retired, 
after having loſt ſome of their Shallops which 
they had ventured to ſend up. 

At length, on the 29 of June, O. g. being 
the Feaſt of St. PRrER, whoſe me his 
Czariſh Majeſty bore, when the Ruſſian Gene- 
rals were at Dinner with the Velt-Mareſchal 
Czeremetof, Count Stromberg fent out one to 
notify that he deſired to capitulate, and would 
ſend Deputies ſor that Purpoſe. The next 
Day the Velt-Mareſchat ſent two Colonels and 
an Auditor into the Town for Hoſtages; and 
his Coaches brought eleven to the Camp, viz. 
two Colonels, two Aſſeſſors of the High Court 
of Juſtice, two Deputies from the Nobility,

ers, and one Auditor: Being brought into the W Wo 
Preſence of the Velt-Mareſckal, they made a 
Speech to him; and he nominated two Colo- 
nels, and one Auditor, to treat with them. The 
Capitulation propoſed contained a great Num- 
ber of Articles, which were moſtly agreed to 
by the Velt-Mareſchal, being willing to give 
them a favourable Impreſſion of the Czar's Go- 
vernment, who had promiſed to reſtore to the 
Nobility that ſubmitted to him, all the Eſtates 
which the Swedes had taken from them by their 
Chamber of Liguidations, which was a ſort of 
Court of Juſtice eſtabliſhed by Charles XI.

the Mouth of the Dyna, as its Name imports. 
It held out a Fortnight, and was then forced to 
ſurrender, the Plague deſtroying as many or more 
Men than the Miſcovite Bombs and Bullets. His 
Majeſty likewiſe order*d, at the ſame Time, the 
Sieges of Pernau, of Revel, and of Kexholm , 
theſe were of no long Continuance, and gave 
but little Trouble, the Scourge of Heaven al- 
ſiſting the Sword of the Czar ; Pernau yielded 
on the 21* of Auguſt; and Kexbolm on the 19" 
of September; Arnſberg, in the Iſle of Otel, 
followed the ſame Example. Kevel capitulated 
on the q of Offober; of 50,000 Inhabitants in 
this Town, the Plague had ſpared but 3000. 
This was the laſt Place of any Conſequence, in 
Livonia, that the Czar had not made himſelt 
Maſter of. 

His Majeſty having now reduced that whole 
Province to his Obedience, began to regulate 
the Affairs of it, and take all neceſſary Precau- 
tions to ſecure his Conqueſts. To gain the Af- 
tection of the People, he promiſed them, not 
only the Continuation of their Privileges, but 
likewiſe to diſcharge them from ſeveral heavy 
Burthens they groaned under, during the Re- 
gency of the Stedes. He alſo publiſh'd a Pro- 
clamation to encourage Trade and Navigation, 
and permitted the Exportation of all the Goods 
of the Country, except Timber fit for Ship- 
building, which he thought he ſhould have an 
Occaſion for himſelf, being reſolved to have a 

con- 
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conſiderable Fleet in the Baltick in a ſhort 
Time. 

He invited Strangers-from all Parts to re- 
people this fine Country, which the Plague and 
the War had rendered almoſt deſolate ; and 
having ſent a Reſident to Hambourg, where the 
Ruſſians did not uſe to have one, he ordered 
him to give Paſſes to all thoſe who were wil- 
ling to come and ſettle in Livonia; and, to gain 
the Gentry of the Country entirely, he formed 
fifteen Livonian Regiments, the Officers of 
which he deſigned to have all of that Nation, 

All foreign Ships which came into the Har- 
bours of Livonia after his Czariſh Majeſty's 
Conqueſt thereof, were treated with all poſſible 
Civility, and nothing was neglected by the 
Muſcovites to render their Government accept- 
able both to the Natives and Foreigners. His 
Majeſty thus making a double Conqueſt of the 
People, firſt of their Perſons, and then of their 
Affections. This is another glorious Period of 
Time in the Reign of PeTer the GREAT, 
with which I ſhall conclude this Book.

vice of it to the Czar, his Majeſty wrote the 
following Letter to the Grand Signior.

This Letter made no Alteration in the Reſo- 
lutions taken at the Porte; and Baltagi Mabo- 
met, Baſhaw of Syria, who had been once be- 
fore Grand Vizier, being now reſtored to that 
Poſt, gave freſh Hopes to the King of Sweden, 
from the Intereſt he had in ſome of his Friends 
and Creatures. He ſpared no Pains to render 
the Ruſians odious to this Miniſter, and an Oc- 
caſion at this Time offer'd itſelf to favour his 
Deſigns. Ithad been a conſtant Cuſtom for all 
foreign Miniſters, on the Promotian of a Grand 
Vizier, to deſire an Audience to felicitate his 
Highneſs, which is the Title he aſſumes, on 
his Elevation to the Firſt Poſt in the Empire.

informed of what was done at Conſtantinople, pares ſor the 
not only becauſe his Miniſter was impriſon'd, War. 


but becauſe his Couriers were ſtopt on the 
Frontiers, ſo that of three Letters which he 
had wrote to the Grand Signior not one had 
been received, yet he learnt fo much by other 
Hands, as to be ready Time enough to give 
Orders for being in the Ficld before the Turks. 
He likewiſe gave Orders for the Defence of 
Azoph, whether he ſent Vice-Admiral Vander 
Cruys, with three hundred good Sea Officers, 
and leaving to Prince Menzitoff the Command 
of his Forces by Sea and I and in Livonia, In- 
gia, and Finland, he ſet out himſelf from Pe- 
lerſburgh to Moſcow, that he might the more 
readily attend his new Levies, and diſpatch a

So the Ryſian Troops that were in Samozitig 
and Lithuania, and that his Army might be 


augmented in a ſhort Time to 100000 Men, 
the Czar order'd that they ſhould raiſe through 
all his Dominions the fourth Man of all who 
were able to bear Arms, and the ſecond of all 
the Valets of the Nobility, which laſt Article 
produced a great Number, there being no 
Country where the Nobility have more dome- 
ſtick Servants than in Ru/a. 

The Velt Mareſchal Czeremetsf, who was 
already on the Frontiers at the Head of his 
Army, received 30000 Men of the new Le- 
vies; the Prince Romanowdewſkotki had Or- 
ders to advance with the Militia againſt the 
Tartars, and beſides theſe his Majeſty had 
made a Treaty with Apaka Tagquin, Prince of 
the Calmuc Tartars, who fent him 25000 Men, 
for which the Czar paid him 100000 Ducats 
in Specie. Thus, without reckoning the Troops 
that remain*d under the Command of Prince 
Menzikoff, or the Coſſacks, his Czariſh Majeſty 
had got together an Army of 150,000 Men, 
all regular Troops, to go againſt the Turks; 
and Apaka Taquin taking hold of this favourable 
Opportunity to fall upon the Precopian Tartars, 
his Enemies, brought 50,000 Calmuc Tartars 
into the Field, and employed 22,000 Circalſi- 
ans againſt the Derzowſii and Norowſki Tartar:, 
who are on the Borders, and occupy the Ram- 
parts of Crimea, To all theſe Preparations 
the Czar joined the following Manirzsto 
againſt the Conduct of the Porte.

« would conſent to confirm the thirty Years

But 
the Turks, far from putting the Articles 
thereof in Execution, did neither diſmiſs the 
King of Sweden, nor expel the Rebels; but 
rather gave way to ſeveral ill Deſigns that

According to this Advice, the Sultan depoſed 
Nicholaus Maurocordato, and appointed Cante- 
mir Prince of Walachia, under the Title of that 
of Moldavia, with Orders to ſeize Brancovan 
under Colour of Friendſhip, Alliance, or any 
other Pretence which he thought proper, and 
ſend him alive or dead to Conſtantinople ; pro- 
miſing that no Tribute ſhould be demanded of 
him, nor any Sum, as was uſual, paid upon 
his Entrance into his new Principality ; where- 
upon Cantemir ſet out, with the Cham, for 
Moldavia, and had not been arrived there ma- 
ny Days before he was directed to ſend, con- 
trary to the Promiſes made him, the Piſbtieſb, 
as it is called, which is the Preſent commonly

Attachment to the Turki/ Intereſt, and eſteem- 
ing it better to ſuffer with Cyr1sT, than wait 
for the deceitful Treaſures of Egypt, ſent a 
truſty Meſſenger to the Czar, with an Offer of 
himſelf and his Principality: And they having 
mutually exchanged their Faith, Cantemir con- 
ſtantly gave the Czar proper Advices concern- 
ing the Forces he was to bring with him, and 
the Methods he was to take in the Enterprize. 
And having the Direftion of the Bridge over 
the Danube, to be erected at the Charge of the 
Turks, the Moldavians and Walachians finding 
Timber, he made a Shew of going on with it, 
but uſed his utmoſt to retard the Work, with- 
out being, as yet, the leaſt ſuſpected of hold- 
ing any Correſpondence with the Ruſſians, 
while he was continually preſſing the Czar to 
haſten his March before the Bridge was finiſh'd: 
But his Czariſh Majeſty, not fo readily liſten- 
ing to this Advice from one of whoſe Fidelity 
he had yet had no certain Proofs, and being 
deceived by the Hopes given him by Brancovan, 
Prince of Valacbia, came at laſt too late to 
hinder the Turks paſſing the Danube. 

The Tarks, on their Part, were fo ſtow in 
their Preparations, that, notwithſtanding the 
preſſing Inſtances of the King of Sweden's Mi- 
niſters, Funck and Poniatowſty, it was the lat- 
ter End of April before their Troops were aſ-

« Mercy towards us is viſible, in having ani- 
« mated the Czar of Muſcovy to appear in the 
« Field with a victorious Army, in order to 
e reſcue us, and other Chriſtian Nations, from 
the Tyranny of the Infidels. *Tis therefore 
« neceſſary to the effecting our Deliverance that 
the Forces of this Country ſhould march 
« with all poſſible Diligence to the Danube, and 
s oppoſe the intended Invaſions of the Tartars ; 
„ and the rather, becauſe Part of the Forces 
« of his Czariſh Majeſty is arrived near Ben-

The Czar waited three Days at Jay for the 
Proviſions promiſed him by Brancovan, Prince 
of Walacbia; but obſerving that his Ambaſſa- 
dor only amuſed him with vain Ceremonies, 
and having ſome Aſſurances of his Treachery, 
he ſaw his Error in having given ſo much Cre- 
dit to him; for he found himſelf in very near 


the ſame Condition with Charles XII. when 


invited into the Ukrain, by Mazeppa, he was in 
a wild Country, deſtitute of all Proviſions or 
Forage for half his Army ; without Magazines, 
at a Diſtance from his own Country, or any 
Place from whence he could expect any Suc- 
cours: For tho* Cantemir continued firm to 
him, he found his Moldavians in a different In- 
tereſt from their Maſter : And Brancovan made 
a Merit to the Grand Signior of having deceived 


him, 


The Grand Vizier, as ſoon as he heard that 
the Czar was come to Fazy, on the Northern 


Side of the River Hieraſis, now called Pruth,

ſoon came within Sight of the Muſcovites, and ww WO 


paſſed the Pruth which ſeparated them: The 
whole Army being got over, Turks and Tar- 
tars, the Vizier pitched his Camp, and forti- 
fied it with Trenches, 

When his Czariſh Majeſty firſt heard the 
Turks were advancing towards the Danube, he 
ſent General Janus with a Detachment, to diſ- 

te the Paſſage with them, but he came too 
ate; and the Turks were now come up to him 
with an Army at leaſt three Times the Number 


of his own. However, having diſpoſed his eel 


{mall Army behind a Line of Chevaux de Frize, 
he made ſo ſtrong and regular a Fire, that the 
Enemy, with all their Force, could not break 
in upon him; but after three or four Hours 
ſmart firing, in the Evening they retired out 
of the Reach of the Ruſſian Artillery, carrying 
off their Dead with them. 

The next Morning the Turks renewed the 
Fight, and continued the ſame all Day ; they 
attempted to force the Ruſſian Lines in ſeveral 
Places to no Purpoſe, and loſt a great many 
Men, Night parted them again. The third 
Day, General Poniatowſty, ſeeing the Situation 
the Muſcovites were in, deſtitute of Proviſion, 
and ſurrounded on all Sides, by the River Pruth, 
and the Armies of the Turks and Tartars, ad- 
viſed the Grand Vizier to ſtarve them out, 
The Czar in this deſperate Condition, without 
any Probability of being able to retreat, had 
given himſelf over for loſt, when the Czarina 
Catharine thought of an Expedient to preſerve 
him; it is ſaid by ſome, that ſhe ſent a very

VI. That the King of Sweden having taken 
Sanctuary under the Wings of the powerful 
Protection of the illuſtrious Porte, ſhall have 
free and ſafe Paſſage, without being in any 
manner hindered or ſtopt by the Muſcovites ; 
and in Caſe they can come to a Under- 
ſtanding together, and have a Mind to make 
Peace, it may in Conſequence be treated be- 
tween them. 

VII. And for the future, no Damage or In-

wvites; in like Manner, theſe laſt ſhall do no 
Wrong to the former, or their Subjects or De- 
pendants. 


Thus ended this ſhort War with the Turks, 
for the preſent, which, if the Grand Vizier 
had been a Maſter of his Buſineſs, might have 
utterly deſtroyed the Ruſſian Empite ; for he 
might, without riſking a Man, by Famine have 
forced the Czar, and his whole Army, to have 
ſurrendered at Diſcretion.

The Czar always continued to have a great ( 
Regard for him, being perſuaded, that if he 
had taken his Advice, he ſhould have made 
himſelt Maſter of Moldavia and Valachia. He 
gave him ſeveral Eſtates in Ruſſia and the 1 
rain, and ſettled a Penſion of twenty thou- 
land Roubles a Year upon him. 

This Gentleman claimed the Title of me T 
ferene Highneſs, and ſtyled himſelf Hereditary 
Prince of Moldavia; he was a Man of great 
Learning, and wrote a Hiſtory of the Olbman 
Empire, in Greek and Latin, which was tran- 
ſlated into the Ruſian Language by Order of 
the Czar, as it has been lately into Engliſh, 
from a Copy communicated by his Son Prince 
Antiochus Cantemir, not long ſince Ambaſſador 
to the Court of Great-Britain, where he was

Nevertheleſs when the Grand Signior heard 
the News of it, by his firſt Equerry Oſman 
Aga, he was ſo well pleaſed, that he ordered 
publick Rejoicings for three Days; and ſhewed 
that he approved of the Conduct of his Vizier 
not only by the Reception he gave him, but 
by Letters and magnificent Preſents; not- 


- withſtanding all which, the King of Sweden 


ſoon after inſpired him with ſuch Sentiments, 
that he twice broke.the Peace, and concluded 
it again with the ſame Eaſe. 
he Czar retired towards his own Dominions 
with the Czarina and his Court, to put the

Entertainment at the Queen of Poland's, but 
if the Czar would have ſuffered the old Duke 
of Wolfembuttel to have put himſelf to that Ex- 
pence, he deſigned that the Splendor of his 
Grand-Daughter's Marriage ſhould have been 
beyond Example; he intended to have had the 
Ceremony perform'd in his Capital City, and 
to have invited to it, the Kings of Poland, 
Denmark, and Pruſſia, the Elector of Hanover, 
and ſome other Princes, 

But inſtead of more Pomp, it were to be 
wiſhed there could have been more Happineſs 
in this Marriage, which indeed was hardly to 
be expected where Inclination had no Part in 
the Union. The Czarewitz, given up to ſen- 
ſual Pleaſures, and very vicious Company, had 
no deſire at all to marry, nor had he thought 
of it at this Time, but to prevent the Danger 
he was in of forfeiting his Succeſſion to the 
Crown, For his indolent Temper, his wicked 
Courſe of Life, and the Averſion he always 
ſhewed to Foreigners, had created in his Father 
ſo ill an Opinion of him, as had very much 
diminiſhed his natural Affection to him, and 
made him drop ſome Intimations, that, unleſs 
he ſoon gave ſome Tokens of Amendment, he 
muſt expect to have his Crown ſhaved, and be 
thruſt into a Convent. His own Favourites, 
apprehenſive of the Danger he was in, per- 
ſuaded him to endeavour to reconcile himſelf to 


his Father, by promiſing to alter his Way of 


Life, and by marrying into ſome conſiderable 
Family among the Princes of the German Em- 


pire, with whom his Majeſty was very deſirous 
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of having an Alliance. The Prince, though 1511. 
naturally of a Temper obſtinate and dull, had CW 
Senſe enough to take this Advice, and throw- 

ing himſelt ſoon after at his Father's Feet, he 

declared his Intention of making an Attone- 

ment for his paſs'd Follies, and leading a new 

Life ; and as nothing might be more condu- 

cive to it than the Converſation of a virtuous 

Lady, he begged Leave to make the Tour of 
Germany, in order to make choice of ſuch a 

one as might be agreeable to his Birth and In- 
clinations. 

A few Days after the Marriage Rites were 

rformed, the new married Couple took the 

oute of Wolſembuttel, and the Czar that of 
Croſſen in Sileſia, where the Prince Royal of 
Pruſſia entertained his Majeſty for three Days, 

The Occaſion of this Journey was to ſee him- 
— the Condition of his Troops quarter'd 
re. 

The Czar continued in Sileſia but till the 

® of November, and then took the Route of 

ruſſia. On the 8® he arrived at Thorn, where 
he embarked the ſame Day with the Czarina 
for Elbing. Their Majeſties found in this City 
a numerous Court of Foreign Miniſters to at- 
tend them, and among the reſt the famous 
Prince Ragotſki, who came from Dantzick for 
that Purpoſe, 

At length, the Troubles which were excited FreſhDifferend 
afreſh by the French and Swediſh Factions in 20 with the 
Turty, recalled the Czar to his own Dominions, 
he went through Koning ſberg, Memel, and 
Riga, in which laſt Place he ſtopt for ſome 
Time.

Nevertheleſs his 
Offers were not accepted, it was —_— that 
although the Czar was then indeed Maſter of 
Livonia, yet the Reſtitution of it might here- 
after become one of the Articles of a Treaty 
with Sweden; that it was the Intereſt of Po- 
land that it ould be ſo; beſides, if this Duchy 
ſhould become a Fief of the Empire, it would 
be obliged to take a Part in all the Quarrels 
that might happen in Poland, But theſe Rea- 
ſons were only a Pretext, they were only afraid 
of ſeeing ſo powerful a Member in the College 
of Princes, which has plainly appeared ſince, 
for when the Province of Livonia was yielded 
to him by Treaty of Peace, and he made the 
fame Demand, he received no better Satis- 
faction. 

The Czar had actually given Orders for exe- 
cuting the Articles of the Peace of the Pruth, 
and his Generals on the Side of the Black- Sea 
were beginning to demoliſh the Works of

M. Funck, his Miniſter, or any other; by 
which Means he diſcovered what were his De- 
ſignsagainſt him, and was therefore ſoon brought 
to a Reſolution in concert with the Baron 
Schaffireff, and Count Czeremetoff, the Ruſſian 
Hoſtages, to oblige him to depart. For this 
Reaſon he gave him to underſtand, that it was 
expected he ſhould do ſo: But the King, in- 
ſtead of complying, returning a very haughty 
Anſwer, the Vizier immediately ſtopp'd his 
daily Penſion, and ſent a Detachment of his 
Army, to be quarter'd about Bender, as 2 
Guard upon him. 

The King however found Means to get a 
Letter conveyed even to the Sultan himſelf, by 
the help of one Savari a Banker at Bender, who 
undertook it at the Hazard of his Head ; this 
Min, who was ſtrongly in the King of Swe- 
den's Intereſt, put on the Habit of a Turk, 
and, paſſing unſuſ thro* the Vizier's 
Camp, got to the French Ambaſſador at Con- 
ftantinople, to whom he not only delivered the 
Letters of the Swediſd Monarch to the Sultan 
and others; but informed him, by Word of 
Mouth, of much more than was contained in 
thoſe Letters. 

Monſieur Deſalleurs ſoon obtain'd an Au- 
dience, and having delivered his Letters, there 
was immediately a new Face of Affairs. go

ders to return to Conſtantinople, which he did TW 
not very readily obey, and being at the Head 
of his Troops, the Sultan did not care to ex- 
aſperate him, atthough he had atready paſſed 
Sentence on him in his own Mind, but uſed 
ſome Diſſimulation to get him in his Power, he 
was magnificently received at Adrianople, but he 
was no ſooner ſeparated from his Troops, than 
the Grand Signior let him know that he depoſed 
him from his Office, and ordered him to be ba- 
niſhed to Mitylene, after all his Riches were 
taken from him. He had held this high Office 
preciſely a Year, which was now conferred upon 
the Baſhaw Izſuf, Aga of the Janiſſaries. 

All Fhings now at the Porte began to take a

A few Days after, he ſet out for Leigſick, and 
from thence to Carelſbad, where deſigning to 
drink the Waters, he would not be diſturbed 
with any publick A fairs, and therefore ſigni- 
fied to all the Foreign Miniſters, that he would 
not be attended by any of them, but ſhould 
ſoon return to Berlin, where he would give 
them Audience, as he did accordingly. 

During his Czariſh Majeſty's Abſence, all

Swediſh Pomerania not being able to ſubſiſt 
them, and ſo many Princes concerning them- 
ſelves for the Duke of Mecklenbourg, he ſhould 
be forced to recall his Troops from thence, and 
to give Quarters to the greateſt Part of the 
Muſcovites in his own Dominions : Theſe Conſi- 
derations, I ſay, made the Generals of both 
Sides think of a Suſpenſion of Arms, which 
upon a Conference berween Count Steinbock 
and Count Fleming, was agreed to for three 
Months. 

The Czar was at Berlin when he received an 
Account of this Agreement, which was not at all

The Saxozs who had 
had no Part in the Action, immediately re- 
joined the Ruſions,., that they might together 
be in a Condition to oppoſe the - victorious 
Swedes, who they imagined would retake-the 
Route of Pomerania, to penetrate into Poland, 
and facilitate tha Return of their Monarch; but

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Count Steinbock, far from acting thus, which 
ſeemed moſt reaſonable to be done, advanced 
his Troops toward Jutland, in order to take 
up his Quarters in Holſtein, according to the 
Inſtructions he had received from the Regency 
at Stockholm, 

The Czar deliberated with himſelf for ſome 
Time, whether or not he ſhould attack Stein- 
bock in his March; but at length reſolved to go 
towards Pomerania, and afterwards, in concert 
with the King of Denmark, agreed to open the 
next Campaign with the Attack of Rugen, and 
the Siege of Stralſund. 

Whilſt the Czar was expoſing himſelf to all 
theſe Fatigues to deal with his Enemies on all 
Sides, new Troubles were fomented in Turky, 
and new Enemies attacked his Troops in Po- 
land: On the other Hand, thoſe of his Subjects 
who aſſiſted him in the Undertakings which 
were the Glory of his Reign, uſed all Means to 
make Peterſburgh one of the molt magnificent 
and opulent Cities of Europe, and the Fame 
of this great Monarch's wonderful Actions 
reaching to the Center of Aſia, brought at this 
Time an Ambaſſador from Perſia, who made 
a publick Entry into Moſcow, where he waited 


the Return of his Majeſty. There being ſome- 


thing uncommonly grand in this Entry, I am 
of Opinion that the Reader will not be diſpleaſed 
with the following Account of it.

WHY H he carried off entirely the Regiment of Gene- 


ral Baur, Colonel Gordon, who had the Com- 
mand of it, nor any of the Officers, not in the 
leaſt apprehending that they had any Enemies 
ſo near them. Another Party got as far as 
Schwerin, beyond Poſnania, where was a Ma- 
gazine guarded by three Hundred Ruſſians, who 
made a brave Defence, and killed many of the 
Enemy before they would yield. In ſhort, this 
Irruption was attended with ſuch Succeſs, that 
if the King of Sweden and Potocky had been 
there with the reſt of the Troops, their Party 
mult certainly have been reſtored to as great 
Power and Strength as ever, ſuch Numbers be- 
ing ready to have ſided with them. General 
Baur, inform'd of what had happen'd to his 
Regiment, left Pomerania, and came Poſt to 
Poſnania, where aſſembling with all Speed a 
Body of 4000 Ry/jians, he was join'd by eighty 
Companies of the Crown Army ; and then For- 
tune turned all on a ſudden againſt Grudxinſti, 
who was ſurprized by Baur as he had ſurprized 
his Regiment at Piſdry, ſo that he had not 
Time to decamp but in great Confuſion, and 
prepare for Flight. He and his Party were 
warmlz purſued Day and Night, and were 
overtaken at Aruterſchien, Grudzinſki, and the 
Officers under him, immediately abandoned 
their Troops, and retired into Sileffa, The 
Polanders who were of this Party, and who made

This Invaſion was a juſt Subject of Com- 
plaint from the Czar of the Turks, who had 
thereby violated the laſt Treaty of Peace. 
Which gave Occaſion to the Velt-Mareſchal 
Czeremetoff to publiſh his Univer/alia, wherein 


he complained of that, and of the Conduct of 


the Nobles of the Palatinates of Cracow, Sira- 
dia, and Caliſb, who had favoured the Invaſion, 
and joined with the Enemies of his Maſter : He

5 Holſtein the victorious Army of Ge- 
neral Steinbock was encompaſſed, and caught, as 
it were, in a Net, by the prudent Management 
of the Daniſh General, to which his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty did not a little contribute ; for after the 
Battle of Gadebuſch, he purſued the Swedes 
with a Body of his Troops, and paſſed the 
Stecknis, diſperſing them round about Ham- 
bourg, into which City he went with Prince 
Menzikoff, and had ſeveral long Conferences 


with General Scholten, concerning the Opera- 


tions of the Campaign. From Hambourg he 
went to Altena that had been lately burnt by the 
Swedes ; for Steinboct, in revenge of the Danes 
having deſtroyed Strade, ſet Fire to this City 
at Midnight, and forced the miſerable Inhabi- 
tants, in extreme cold Weather, to take up 
their Lodgings on the Snow, while their Houſes 
and Effects were all burnt, It was with much 
Grief that the Pryſian Monarch beheld the 


- Ruins of the Place, he ordered a thouſand 


Roubles to be diſtributed among the unfortu- 
nate Citizens, and to help them to repair their 
Loſs, in ſome fort, promifed to favour their

The Czar ſent General Baur to attack a Body 
of the Swedes, who defended the Bridge of 
Hollingſtedt ; and though they made a ſtout 
Reſiſtance, yet the Ruan General who was at 
the Head of 4000 Men, carried the Poſt, 
drove the Swedes into the Village, where he 
took ſeveral Priſoners, and afterwards broke 
down the Bridge. General Steinboct now be- 
gan to perceive that he had made a falſe Step in 
taking that Route, and was willing to repair 
that Fault by repaſſing the Eyder to get into 
Pomerania again, but being informed that the 
Ruſſian Cavalry was in full march, he was

When it was judged in Sweden to or-

Although the Emperor and the Powers in- 
tereſted in the War of the North had agreed 
to hold a Congreſs at Brunſwick, where the 
Regency of Sweden conſented to ſend their 
Plenipotentiaries to treat of a general Peace, 
and where ſeveral Miniſters were already ar- 
rived, yet this Project came to nothing: The 
Czar, who deſired nothing more than a good 
Peace that might confirm to him the quiet 
Poſſeſſion of his Conqueſts, foreſaw, with Cha- 
grin, the little Succeſs that was like to attend 
this important Undertaking; and therefore, 
that he might not give his Enemies Time to 


. recover themſelves, or according to the known 


Maxim, that it is beſt to make Peace with Sword 
in Hand, took all neceſſary Meaſures, _ 
the Winter, to purſue his Conqueſts in Finland. 
His Czariſh Majeſty till keeping in View his 
great Deſign of perfefting the Eſtabliſhment 
of his new City of Peterſburgh, cauſed at this 
Time a thouſand Families to come thither 
from Moſcow, he offer'd likewiſe great Ad- 
vantages to all Foreigners that ſhould ſettle 
there, and publiſhed an Order through = the

might not be at unneceſſary Expences in ſend- 
ing Ships to Archangel, and that the Duties 
which were to be paid at Peterſburgh were, in 
every Reſpe& to be the ſame as were paid be- 
fore; however the Commerce and Trade of 
the Merchants was not entirely tranſplanted 
to Peterſburgh *till ſome Years after; he alſo 
made publick Declaration, that if the Regency 
of Sweden ſhould ſtop any Veſſels coming to- 
wards his Dominions, he was in a Condition 
to hinder them from entering the Ports of Swe- 
den. Moreover, beſides a great Number of 
Gallies and other Barks which he had ordered 
to be built at Cronſ/lot, Peterſburgh, and other 
Places, he bought ſeveral in England and Hol- 
land, which he gave Orders to have equipt at 


Prince Galliczin had not remain'd idle after 
the Battle of Pulkona, but kept harreſſing the 
Swedes without ceaſing, who not being able to 
make Head againſt him, made a running 
Fight of it, ſo that almoſt all Finland was 
under Contribution. At length the Ruſſans, 
near Lapla, within a quarter of a Mile of 
Waſa, came up with General Arnfeldt, who 
had intrenched himſelf there with about eight 
or nine thouſand Men, one Part of which were 
ill-armed Peaſants. The NRuſſian General at- 


tacked them here, they ſtood firm at firſt, and 
| repulſed

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repulſed the Ruſſiant, but when they returned 


U the Charge, the Finlandiſb Peaſants took to 


their Heels, and drew the Swediſþ Soldiers 
after them. It is true the Ryffians were the 
Stronger, but they met with ſuch Reſiſtance» 


that the Victory was chiefly owing to their 


Numbers; and it was of the more Importance 
to them, becauſe by that they were become en- 
tire Maſters of Finland. The Czar, ſoon 
after this Conqueſt, cauſed a Manifeſto to be 
printed and publiſhed, wherein he repreſented, 
that having often propoſed and offer'd an equi- 
table Peace to Sweden, and that Crown ha vi 
continually rejected all ſuch Offers, the Stedi 
Nation could blame no body but themſelves ; 
and that all the Miſeries and Calamities they 
felt, and which might till fall upon them, 
were to lye at their own Door. 

In the Beginning of the Month of June, 
Colonel Schubajoff, Governor of Wybourg in 
Finland, had Orders to march with a Detach- 
ment of a thouſand Men of his Garriſon, and 
with a ſufficient Train of Artillery, to attack 
the Capital Fortreſs of the Province of Savo- 
laxia called Nyſlot ; the Governor, in Obedi- 
ence to this Order, appeared before the Place 
on the 8® of June, jr pon Poſt on a little 
Iſland named Malm, whence he drove the 
Sewedes, who had lodged themſelves there to 
diſpute his Paſſage. He then cauſed Batteries 
to be raiſed at proper Places, and on the 20%

Governor was ſummoned: He, conſideri

Walls, would not hearken at firſt to any ca- 


pitulation; but when he ſaw that the Ruſſians 
were getting ready Floats of Timber for paſ- 
ſing the Water, and that they appear'd deter- 
mined to make the Aſſault whatever it might 
coſt them, he bethought himſelf that if the 
Place were carried by Storm, the Deſtruction 
of the Garriſon and Inhabitants would enſue, 
and ſo conſented to a Capitulation ; purſuant to 
which, the Place was ſurrendered to the Mu/- 
covites on the 29 of the ſame Month. 

The Swedes had fitted out their Fleet to Suc- 
cour Finland, or rather to advance towards the 
Coaſts of that Province, to obſerve the Ru/- 
fians, in the Fear they were in of their under- 
taking to make ſome Deſcent on the Iſland of 
Alana, or even in Sweden itſelf : This Fleet, 
commanded by Admiral Watrang, did at firſt 
gain ſome Advantages on the Coaſt of Abo, 
where they ſunk ſome Ruftan Veſſels, took 
about 200 Priſoners, and ſeized on the Port of 
Twerwin, from whence they hoped to be able 
to 2 any Deſcent in the Iſland of Aland. 
The Czar's Fleet conſiſted of thirty Ships of 
the Line, the greateſt Part of which had been 
built in England and Holland, and were now at 
Revel to be victualled. Theſe thirty Ships 
were followed by ſome Frigates and Yachts, by 
80 Galleys and 100 Demi-Galleys, without 
reckoning a great Number of flat Boats called 
Schampavies, This Fleet was got together 
under Cronſiot, whither the Swedes intended to 
— burn it, but the Advice- Yachts making 

eport, that they had perceived the Swediſb 
Vice-Admiral Lilie ſtanding out to Sea with 

; fourteen 
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fourtzen Men of War, the Ruſſian Rear-Adml- 
ral deſired the Admiral to order him to take a 
View of the Enemy, and to detach him with 
twenty-five Gallies towards the Iſles neareſt 
adjacent to the Swediſh Fleet; which was ap- 
proved; the ſaid Rear-Admiral, which was 
the Czar himſelf, was no fooner arrived in full 
View of the Station which the Enemy had 
kept a long Time, than he obfery*d that the 
Swediſh Admiral W/atrang continued there with 
fix Men of War of the Line, and three Fri- 
gates, and that the Swediſh Vice-Admiral was 
ſteering his Courſe towards the South Faſt, 
having with him Bomb-Veſſels; whence he 
Jud ed that his Deſign might be to attack the 
Ruſhan Fleet at Revel or their Gallies. The 
Rear Admiral immediately ſent an Account of 
this in Writing to the Admiral, and defired him 
to come and join him the next Morning, 

After ſome Deliberation, the Reſolution was 
taken to detach twenty Gallies to endeavour to 
paſs behind the Enemy's Fleet as near to the 
Coaſt as was practicable, by favour of a Calm 
which happened at that Time; and this was 
forthwith executed under the Command of 
Commadore I/maiewitz, Brigadier Wolcoff, and 
Captain Bredake, The Enemy perceiving it, 
immediately gave the Signal for weighing An- 
chor, and making ready to fail,” and fired very 
hard at the Ruſſian Gallies; but the Bullets 
could not reach them, by reaſon of the too 
great Diſtance, and their large Ships could not 
approach nearer to the Shore. The Admiral 
ſeeing thoſe twenty Gallies had paſſed ſo ſuc- 
ceſsfully, detach'd fifteen more under the Com- 
mand of Brigadier Le Fort, the Captains Du- 

mon 
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mont and Grier, who paſſed likewiſe by rowing. ' 


Hereupon the Swedi/þ Admiral put abroad a WII 


white Enſign, which was a ſignal for his Vice- 
Admiral to return. In the mean while, it be- 
ing known that the _— had a Frigate, ſix 
Gallies, and three leſs Veſſels at the Place 
where the Ruſſians deſigned to put aſhore, 
Commadore [/maiewitz judged it beſt to make 
directly thither and attack them; but it was 
too late, and beſides, the Swedifb Vice-Admi- 
ral had joined Admiral Watrang, which obliged 
him to defer it, At the ſame Time, the RA. 
fian Admiral determined to attempt to force a 
Paſſage, if it ſhould be neceſſary, through the 
Enemy's Fleet, which had changed their Sta- 
tion a little to go and aſſiſt the forementioned 
thirty Gallies, The next Day this Reſolution, 
tho* very hazardous, was executed with fo 
great Order and Succeſs, that the Ruſſians 

fled cloſe by the Enemy, ſuſtaining all their 

ire, with the Loſs only of one Gally, which 
had the Misfortune to touch and ſtick faſt 
upon a Sand. 

All the Fleet having paſſed thus, Commo- 
dore Iſmaiewitz gave Notice that he had blocked 
up the Enemy's Rear-Admiral ; whereupon the 
Ruſſian Admiral —m— ranged the Fleet in 
Order of Battle, ſent Adjutant-General Tagu- 
finſky to ſummon the ſaid Swediſh Rear-Admiral 
Ebrenſchield to ſurrender, and, on his Refuſal,

This Attack by the Ruſſian Vanguard, was 
commanded and conducted by the Czar, Rear- 
Admiral only of his own Fleet, and by Gene- 
ral Weide; and the Bravery which the Officers 
and Soldiers ſhewed in this Action cannot be 
ſufficiently ſet forth; for beſides that the Ru- 
ſian Veſſels were much lefs in Bulk than thoſe 
of the Enemy, they could not oppoſe a wider 
Front to them than they themſelves had, and 
the Fire of the others Cannon being ſaperior to 
that of the Muſcovites, they could not over- 
come them but by ing them. In this 
Action the Swedes loſt 936 Soldiers and Sailors, 
of whom 577 were alive and made Priſoners. 
The Ruſſians had one Colonel, two Captains, 
two Lieutenants, two Saub-Lieutenants, one Ad- 
jutant, and 103 Soldiers killed; and one Bri- 
gadier, ſeven Captains, four Lieutenants, three 
Sub-Lieutenants, one Enſign and 309 Soldiers

wounded, which made in the whole r24 killed, 
and 341 wounded, The Stwedifh Veſſels, in 
which were 116 Guns with all the Priſoners, 
were ſent to Revel.

Qor of Hanover, juſt then aſcended the Throne 
of Great-Britain; and for reſtoring the Ducal 
Houſe of Holſtein, Whereupon, the King of 
Pruſſia aſſembled his Forces, which were quar- 
tered in his diſtant Dominions, to be in a Rea- 
dineſs to form an Army for ſecuring Setin, and 
preſerving the Peace of the Lower Saxony, in 
concert with the Houſe of Brunſwick, and other 
Princes concern'd therein. It is not in the leaſt

out Mercy : In this Manner the preſent Empe- 
ror came to the Throne, and had, at the Time 
of this Relation, five Sons himſelf. The Czar 
took this Opportunity. of reaſoning on Cruelty 
and Tyranny, and commended the Tzrks for 
having, for thirty or forty Years then paſt, 
changed their Maxims of State, as to that 
Point; to which he added ſomething more in 
Praiſe of-the great Chineſe Empire, and then 
retired to his Houſe. 

About this Time, a Scheme or Draught of 


a Bridge was laid before the Czar, which ſome 
thought would be very convenient to be built

at Peterſburgh at one Time; viz. Cantemir the 
Hoſpodar of - Moldavia ; the two Sons of Can- 
tacuzeno, late Hoſpodar of Walachia, ſtrangled 
at Conſtantinople, who had married-the younger 
Siſter 'of the Hoſpodar of Moldavia, which 
Lady, after her Huſband's untimely Death, 
had made her Eſcape out of Priſon in Turky 
with her two Sons, one of whom was greatly 
beloved by the Czar for his extraordinary 
Merit, and made a Major-General in his Ser- 
vice, with an annual Penſion of five Thouſand 
Roubles ; the fourth Prince was Militetſki, who 
was diveſted of his Dominions in Georgia by 
the King of Perſin, and died at Moſcow ; his 
only Son being General of the Artillery in the 
Czar's Army, was taken Priſoner in the Battle 
of Narva, and died at Stockholm. The Czar 
had promiſed his Father to re-eſtabliſh him in 
his Dominions by Force of Arms, as ſoon as 
the Swediſh War was finiſhed.

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were to enter Stetin and Wiſmar, the Count Mey. 
erfeldt Governor General of the Swediſh Pomera- 
nia would not agree to it, thoꝰ earneſtly preſſed 
by the Prince Adminiſtrator and Count Welling. 
The King of Pruſſia upon this declined con- 
cerning himſelf any farther with the Affair at 
that Time, not being willing to do the leaſt 
Thing that might be interpreted offering a 
Violence to the King of Sweden. Affairs being 
in this Poſture, the Northern Allies, and par- 
ticularly the King of Poland and the Czar, 
purſued their former Reſolution to make them- 
ſelves Maſters of all the Swediſh Pomerania, 
and marching thither accordingly with their 
Armies, they poſſeſſed themſelves of the Iſland 
of Rugen, laid Siege to Stetin, and as his 
Pruſſian Majeſty would not lend him his heavy 
Artillery, they furniſhed themſelves from Saxo- 
ny and the Town of Stade, and therewith 
attacked the Town of Szetin ſo vigorouſly, 
that they forced the Garriſon to refolve on a 
Surrender in a few Days, ſo that they capitu-

Count Meyerfeldt came at laſt to perceive 
that it would be more for his Maſter's Inte- 
reſt to accept the Sequeſtration agreed to by 
Count Welling, than to fuffer Setin to fall into 
the Hands of the Czar and the King of 
Poland, and therefore joined his preffing In- 
ſtances with thoſe of the Court of Holftein 
Gottorp, that his Pruſſian Majeſty would be-

that with his Army he ſhould oppoſe the 
Swedes, if they attempted to march from Po- 
land into Pomerania and Saxony.

WY > Coaſts of Pruſſian Pomerania; tranſported 


conſiderable Number of Troops from Sweden 
to Germany; and that he might attack Pruſſia 
itſelf, uſed his Endeavours to procure Troops 
from the Landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel, and other 
Princes of the Empire, ſo that *cis plain by all 
Circumſtances, that the King of Sweden, in- 
ſtead of ſhewing any Gratitude to the King of 
Pruſſia, tor what he had done for his Intereſt 
and Advantage, in delivering Stetin and Swediſb 
Pomerania from the Northern Allies, had taken 
a firm Reſolution to commit Hoſtilities, and 
make War againſt his Pruſſian Majeſty, on 
Pretence of Revenge: And having made Pre- 
- parations accordingly, he loſt no Time, but in 
the Beginning of the Year diſlodg'd by Force 
the Pruſſian Garriſon from the Town of Wolgaſt, 
tho* included in the Sequeſtration, and thus 
made his firſt Step towards attacking his Pruſ- 
fian Majeſty. 
And though it had been eaſy for the King 
of Pruſſia to have repulſed the Swedes in ſuch 
a Manner as that they ſhould not have found 
their Account in this Act of Hoſtility, yet 
his Pruſſian Majeſty was ſo far from giving any 
Handle for kindling a War, that he immedi- 
-_ ſent an Officer to Stralſund, with a Re- 
preſentation againſt thaſe Proceedings, and 
carry'd his Moderation and Love to Peace ſo 
far, notwithſtanding theſe Afﬀrants offered him 
in February, that at the Inſtance and Defire of 
the King of France's Miniſter, the Count de 
Rottenburg, he ſtay'd till May, without en- 
tring into any Meaſures with other Potentates 
againſt-the King of Stw:den, or — _ 
ea 
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leaſt Hoſtilities upon him, in hopes his Swedj/b 1935, 
Majeſty would have made a poſitive Declara- THO II 


tion before that Time, whether he would ac- 
comodate the Affair in a friendly Manner, or 
decide it by the Sword, 

Yet that Time not only elapſed without the 
leaſt Anſwer from the King of Sweden; but at 
the Cloſe of April, his Majeſty committed fur- 
ther Hoſtilities againſt his Pruſſian Majeſty, 
and with ſome Thouſands of Men attack d 
the Ile of Uſedom, which was comprehended 
in the Segueſtration as well as Wolgaſt, block'd 
it up in a revengeful Manner, and hindring 
the Pruſſians, who were poſted there, from 
receiving neceſſary Proviſions, forced them to 


ſurrender, and drove them from thence. He. 


likewiſe ſent Capers and other armed Veſſels 
into the River Pene, which block'd up the 
Pruſſian Garriſon in Stettin by Sea, though that 
Town was included in the Sequeſtration, and 
thus having made himſelf Maſter of Uſzdom, 
he formed the like Deſign againſt the Iſland of 


Wollin, that he might open his Way into Pra. 


ſian Pomerania, and afterwards into Pruſſia itſelf. 
To this End, he landed a conſiderable Num- 
ber of Swediſh Troops in the Juriſdiftion of 
Dantzick, that they might join his Party in Po- 
land; but his Deſign miſcarry'd, by the De- 
feat of the Swediſh Squadron on the Coaſt of 
Holſtein, and by the good Precautions which 


his Pruſſian Majeſty had taken to ſecure the 
Iland of Wollin. 

The King of Prufha referred himſelf to all 
the impartial Potentates of Europe, whether he 
could in Honour and Conſcience recede from his 
Engagements with the Northern Allies, for 

| taking 
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taking Swediſh Pomerania into Sequeſtration, 


A without expoſing himſelf to their juſt Reſent- 


ment, by breaking his Treaties with them, 
which were made for ſaving Swediſb Pomerania, 
and preſerving Peace in the Empire and Neigh- 
bouring Countries. He likewiſe appealed, 
whether he ought to deliver up Stetin to the 


King of Sweden, and thereby open a Door for 


him to transfer the War into Poland and Saxo- 
ny? Or rather, if he was not obliged, in the 
Sight of God and Man, to continue firm in his 
En ts, and thereby prevent a new and 
deſtructive War in the Empire, in the Heart of 
his own Dominions, and in Poland, with which 
7 — his Majeſty is entered into a perpe- 
tual Alliance? And whether from the King of 
Sweden's Obſtinacy, his rejecting all equitable 
Propoſals made him, and his Hoſtilities 
againſt the King of Pruſſia, any thing elſe can 
be inferred, than that the King of Sweden had 
revengefully declared and made War againſt 
the King of Pruſſia; and that unleſs his Pru/- 
fian Majeſty would expoſe himſelf and his Do- 


minions, by farther Delays and an unſeaſonable 


Moderation, to the Danger of being invaded, 
deſtroyed, and utterly laid waſte by Fire and 
Sword, which the Swvediſ6 Armies have practiſed 
in other Countries, he was not under an una- 
voidable Neceſſity to apply a deſperate Cure to 
this deſperate Diſcaſe, and for this End, in 
Gop's Name, to make Uſe of that Power and 
Strength which he had given him? 

His Praſſan Majeſty was alſo willing to re- 
fer himſelf to the — — of his Imperial 
Majeſty, and the Determination of the Em- 
pire, whether in that whole Affair, he had * 


_— 
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all along acted according to the Conſtitutions 


of the Empire, and particularly in Purſuan ce 


of thoſe Ordinances for preſerving the Peace, 
according to the Duty of a true Patriot, the 
reſpective Offices he bore in the Circles of Up- 
per and Lower Saxony, and Weſtphalia, and 
exactly according to the Emperor's expreſs Di- 
rections, "to prevent the War the Crown of 
Sweden threaten'd by the well-known March 
of the Craſſavian Troops againſt Poland, Po- 
merana, and the Empire. 

It farther appears, that his Pruſſan Majeſty 
did this on the Foot of the Neutrality agreed to 
by the Emperor and Empire, and that by his 
taking upon him the Segucſtration, he ſecured 
the Peace of thoſe Countries, of the whole 
Empire, and particularly of Swediſh Pomera- 
nia, during the War in the North. His Pri 
fan Majeſty likewiſe appeals, whether the King 
of Sweden might not have promiſed himſelf 
ſtrict Juſtice from the Emperor, with reſpect 
io Bremen and Verden, and have fully recover'd 
and preſerv'd all his Dominions in the Empire, 
had he made Application to his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty, in ſuch a Manner as is required by the 
Conſtitutions. of the Empire, ſent. an Envoy 
to the Congreſs of Brunſwick, appointed by 
his Imperial Majeſty, and had he accepted the 
Sequeſtration, which ..inſtead of being in the 
leaſt hurtful, would have been highly Advan- 
tageous to him. hs 

- He alſo referred it to the Judgment of his 
Imperial Majeſty, and the Empire, whether it 
was not directly againſt the Conſtitutions of 
the Empire, and dęſerved the. Puniſhment 


thereby appointed in ſuch Caſes, that the King 
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of Sweden had rejected the Sequeſtration which 


his Miniſters agreed to, by Virtue of his own 


full Powers, for his ſaving his Dominions in 
Germany, and had likewiſe refus'd to ſubmit 
this Affair to the Imperial Deciſion ; and much 
more, ſince he had kindled a new War in the 
Empire, and was reſolved to decide the Matter 
by the Sword. The King of Priſſia likewiſe 
appealed, whether he could have done other- 
wiſe than he did, without an unanſwerable 
Failure of his Duty, conſidering the Offices he 
bears in his Circles, and that he was indiſpen- 
ſibly obliged in Conjunction with his Majeſty 
of Great-Britain, and other Princes of Lower 
Saxony, with thoſe of Upper Saxony, by Virtue 
of Correſpondence with the Princes, Condi- 
rectors, and Eſtates of the Weſtphalian Circle, 
to oppoſe the King of Sweden's kindling a 
War in the Empire, and earneſtly to diſſuade 
ſuch States and Members of the Empire, who 
ſecretly favoured him, from Countenancing 
that King, or joyning him with any Troops 
in his Deſigns to break the Peace of the Em- 
pire. | 
His Pru/ian Majeſty proteſted before God 
and the whole World, that he had nothing 
elſe in View but to preſerve himſelf, his own 
Dominions, and the whole Roman Empire, 
his native Country, in which he had ſo great 
an Intereſt, againſt the turbulent, bloody, and 
cruel Deſigns of the King of Sweden, to ruin 
ſo many Millions of innocent People, and that 
his Pruſſtan Majeſty would in the Proſecution 
of that Affair, as he had before done, ſtrictly 
keep to the Conſtitutions of the Empire, ac- 
cording to his Offices in the Circles, for the 

common 
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common Welfare, and the Accompliſhment of 1715. 
the abovementioned Treaties: And when AAA 
fairs were brought to ſuch a State, that the 
Empire might have no more Trouble to fear 
from the King of Sweden, his Pruſſian Majeity 
would lay down his Arms, and ſubmit the De- 
ciſion of the Affair, together with the Satis- 
faction due to him from the King of Sweden, 
and what ſhould be further neceſſary for a Pa- 
cification in the North to the Congreſs ap- 
pointed by his Imperial Majeſty at Brunſwick, 
or to any other Treaties that might be ſet on 
Foot elſewhere for that End. | 
When his Czariſh Majeſty firſt received Ad- 
vice of the Count de Croi/fy's. Artival at Berlin, 
to offer the Mediation of the French King for 
reconciling the Differences between the Kings 
of Sweden and Pruſſia, he took that Opportu- 
nity to declare, that he would, for his Part, 
not accept of the Mediation of any other for 
the Peace of the North, than the King of 
Great-Britain and the States General; the firſt 
of whom ſeeing the common Danger to which 
all the Princes of Lower-Saxony were expoſed, 
by having their Country made the Seat of the 
War, engaged as Elector of Hanover to take 
Joint Meaſures with the Kings of Denmark and 
Pruſſia for the Security of the Peace of the Em- 
pire, and act againſt Sweden. This produced 
an Agreement between that Prince and the 
Danes, by Virtue of which, the latter made 
over to his Britannick Majeſty, as Elector of 
Hanover, the Duchies of Bremen and Verden. 
The Northern Allies having ſent their 
orces into Pomerania, it was not doubted but 
the Czar when he put to Sea would join the 
R 2 Danes, 
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Danes, that together they might make a De: 
ſcent on the Iſland of Rugen; but continuing 
at Reve! till the latter End of June, he ſteer'd 
his Courſe towards Gotland, with a Deſign to 
ſhut up the Paſſages from Stockbolm to Pome- 
rania, in which he ſucceeded : For the Army 
that was in Finland, or more properly in Eaſt- 
Bothnia and Laponia, made a Shew of under- 
tak ing an Irruption into the North of Sweden, 
therefore the Troops about Stockholm not know- 
ing againſt whom they had beſt to march, in 
that Uncertainty remain'd near the Capital, 
which facilitated the Courſe of the Ruſhans, 
Towards the Middle of September the Ruſſian 
Fleet failed from the Iſland of Gotland to the 
Coalts of Sundermania, and landed fifteen thou- 
ſand Foot Soldiers at Jevel, about eight Leagues 
from the Swediſh Army, whilſt a Body of Horſe; 
from the Army in Finland, went round the 
Bolhnict Gulph to penetrate into the Northern 
Provinces of Sweden, which put that Kingdom! 
in a terrible Conſternation. 

Beſides all this, his Czariſh Majeſty ordered 
General Czeremetoff to go with twelve or fifteen 
thouſand Men into Pomerania, to ſtrengthen 
the Army of the Allies, and not only put an 
Eud to the tedious Siege of Stralſund, but to 
take from the Swedes the Town of Wiſmar, the 
only Place they had left on the Baltick Sea on 
the Side next Germany, and which the Danes 
and the Hanoverians kept blocked up. Stral- 
fund ſurrendered at the latter End of December, 
and the King of Sweden himſelf, having a nar- 
row Eſcape for his Life, got off in a ſmall 
Bark, with ten Perſons only, and landed at 
Med in Scandinavia, and from thence went to

At _ on the 1* of 
November, having continued all that Day in 


fervent Devotion till eleven at Night, ſhe de- 


parted an unfortunate Life, after having en- 
dured for the laſt five Days the moſt acute 
Pains, in the twenty firſt Year of her Age, 
having been married four Years and ſix Days. 
Her Corpſe was, according to her Deſire, in- 
terred without being embalmed, in the great 
Church of the Fortreſs, whither it was carried 


on the 7 of November, with a Funeral Pomp

The next Day after the Interment of the 
Princeſs, Conſort of the Czarewitz, the Cza- 
rina Catharine was brought to Bed of a Prince, 
to the unſpeakable Joy of the Czar ; the Re- 
Joicings ordered to be made on that Account 
laſted eight Days ſucceſſively. On the 17", 
the new-born Prince was baptized by the Name 
of Peter Petrowitz, the Kings of Denmark and 
Prujjia being, Godfathers. The Solemnities on 
this Account were attended with moſt extraor- 
dinary Pomp. What was the moſt curious was 
a Pye, ſerved up at the Table of the Gentle. 
men, which being opened, a well ſhaped Dwart- 
Woman ſtepp'd out of it, being ſtark naked, 
except her Head-Dreſs, and ſome Ornaments 
of red Ribbons: She made a well- ſet Speech to 
the Company, filled ſome Glaſſes of Wine 
which ſhe had in the Pye with her, and drank 
ſeveral Healths; after which, ſhe was carried 
off the Table again, On the Ladies Table, a 
Man-Dwarf was ſerved up in the ſame Manner. 
In the Duſk of the Evening the Company broke 
up, and went to the Iſland Zenneſſari, where a 
noble Firework was play*d off in Honour to the 
young Prince. There were ſeveral curious De- 


vices on it, and on the Top of all a Motto in 


large Ruſſan Characters: Hope with Patience. 
On the 4 of December, the Czar received 
Advice of the taking of the Iſland of Rugen, 
and on the 9 gave a ſplendid Entertainment 
on that Account, where, among other Curioſi- 
ties, were two hundred Melons, brought from 
Aſtracan by Water, which were diſtributed a- 
mong the Company, His Majeſty was pleaſed 
to 
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to tell them, that Aftracan was ſo fruitful a 


if it had a Communication by Water with In- 
doſtan, Perſia, and eſpecially with the Black 
Sea, by which it might impart its noble and 
cheap Produce to other Countries: That it was 
true, Commodities might be carried into Perſia 
by the Caſpian Sea, but there was no Poſſibility 
of carrying them farther up into that Kingdom 
by Water; and as to the intended Communi- 
cation between Aſtracan and the Black Sea, and 
ſo on to the Mediterranean, the ſame was not 
yet opened, becaufe of the Difficulties and Ob- 
ſtructions attending the cutting of the Canal 
between the River Wolga and Don, which was 
attempted in the Year 1707. 

In the Beginning of the Year 1716, the Czar 
being apprehenſive that the Tartars, at the In- 
ſtigation of the Turks, might intermeddle with 
the Aﬀairs of Poland, and approach the Fron- 
tiers with their Swarms, ſent Orders to Gene- 
ral Wieſbach, who during the Summer had his 
Station near Kiow at Bag/taff, and in the Au- 
tumn at Starobud, to march with ſix Regiments 
of Dragoons behind Yeronitz, on the Don, to 
keep a watchful Eye on the Motions of the 
Tartars. The Zaporovian and other Cefſacks 
under the Ry//ian Dominion, were likewiſe or- 
dered to be in a Readineſs to mount on the firſt 
Notice.

many People long before, becauſe ſhe lived but 
four Weeks in the State of Matrimony with her 
Conſort, and upon his premature Death, in the 
Year 1682, had ſhut herſelf up in her own 
Apartments out of immoderate Grief, and was 
for ſeven Years together not to be ſeen by any 
Body but her own Servants. Her Corpſe was 
carried with great Pomp to be interred in the 
Evening or Twilight. The Proceſſion went 
from the Houſe of Mourning to the Church in 
the Fortreſs, over the Ice, the Length of an 
Engliſh Mile, through a double Row of Flam- 
beaus. The Privy Counſellor Toſſtay carried 
the Crown, which was richly ſet with precious 
Stones. The Coffin was carried on a Sled, as 
were likewiſe in Sleds two Hundred Mourners 
in long Robes, and three Hundred Perſons 
more who attended the Corpſe. The Funeral 
Ceremonies being performed, the Coffin was 
put into a new Vault made for the Czariſh Fa- 
mily, where then lay one Prince and two Prin- 
ceſſes, the Czar's Children, The whole RA 
fian Clergy ; the Arcbireje [ Archbiſhop ;] the 
Metropolitans; the Archimandrites | Abbots; ] 
Popes I Prieſts] Singers, and all other Church- 
men, preceded the Corpſe, dreſſed in their ſe- 
veral magnificent Habits after the Raſſian Man- 
ner, with innumerable Tapers and Cenſers, du- 
ring continual Singing; all which added very 
much to the Decency of the Proceſſion. 

The Cuſtom which of old had obtained on 
the like Occaſions, of immoderate weeping, 
making Lamentations, and loud Groans and 
Cries, the Czar would have entirely aboliſhed, 
and Orders were given, before this Funeral, to 
abſtain from any ſuch Lamentations, The Ge- 

nerality 
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- nerality of the common People till held that 
ſuperſtitious Opinion, that the Soul of the de.. 


ceaſed haunted the Place where it left the Body, 
for ſix Weeks after, during which Time, the 
neareſt Relations uſed to perfume the Bed, and 
have daily Maſs ſaid near it. When this Cza- 
rina died, there yet remained another Czarina 
Dowager, the Reli& of the Czar John Alexo- 
witz, half Brother alſo of PETER, whoſe 
Name was Proſcovia, Mother of the preſent 
Empreſs of Ruſſia. * 

The Czar, at this Time, received News of 


an Irruption which the Cubanſti Tartars, com- 


manded by the Son of the Cham, an Ally of 
the Grand Signor, had made into the Kingdom 
of Caſan, and which was become almoſt an an- 


nual Cuſtom with them. They were ſix Thou- 


ſand ſtrong, and in their March had made ſe- 
ven or eight Thouſand Captives: Colonel 
Schwartz, a German by Birth, who had been 
eighteen Years in the Czar's Service, overtook 
them in their Retreat, at the Head of his Re- 
giment compoſed of twelve Hundred Germans, 
taken from among the Swediſh Priſoners. He 
was then about two Hundred and fifty Werſts 
from Caſan, and theſe Maroders finding them- 
ſelves obliged to fight or abandon the Slaves 
they had made, and all their Booty, had the 
Cruelty to place five Hundred Ry/ian Women 
in their Front, whom they reſolved to expoſe 
to the Enemies firſt Fire; but Colonel Schwartz 
would not fire upon them, but atracked the 
Tartars in Flank with Sword in Hand; he put 
them to flight, took many of them, and among 
them the commanding Cham's Son, whom he 
forthwith cauſed to be hanged on a Tree ; he 

reſcued 
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reſcued the Ruſſian Priſoners, and got fifteen 


Hundred of the Enemy's Horſes, which with 


other Booty he diſtributed among his Men, 
The ſaid Schwartz came to Peterſburgh, to 
make Report of this Expedition, and after- 
wards returned with new Inſtructions. 

The Affairs of Poland were now fallen into 
great Confuſion, where a new Confederation 
was ſet on foot and headed by Gurzinſti, Lieu- 
tenant of the Palatine of Sendomir : The Confe- 
derates were reſolved to hearken to no Accom- 
modation till the Saxon Troops were diſmiſſed, 
Several Great, Men interpoſed to perſuade them 
to lay down their Arms, and aſſured them, 
that the King would ſend away thoſe Forces ; 
but they anſwered, that as the like Promiſes 
had been made them before, and never per- 
formed, they would not be deceived any more. 

The two Parties fell upon one another, and 
many brave Men loſt their Lives in the ſeveral 
Skirmiſhes and Battles they had together. The 
Saxons being very much weakened, were in 
great Danger of being cut to Pieces, which 
made King Auguſtus apply to his old Ally for 
Succour; but his Czariſh Majeſty, for weighty 
Reaſons, not thinking it proper at that Time 
to carry his Arms into Poland, endeavoured ta 
reconcile the Confederates and their Sovereign 
by Mediation. M. Dazot and Prince Dolgo- 
ruki were charged with the Negotiation, which 
laſted a long Time, on account of the Obſti- 
nacy of the Confederates, who did not lay down 
their Arms till the Saxons were ſent out of the 
Kingdom. 

Many important Affairs required the Czar's 
Preſence in the Lower Saxony, where the King 
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of Denmark thought he had much Need of his 1716. 
Aſſiſtance and prudent Advice; threatened as 6 
he was to ſee his Dominions made the Theatre

The 
Czar went immediately to viſit the Works 
which he had ordered to be raiſed at Duna- 
munde, and ſome Ku/ſian' Frigates that were at 
Anchor. From Riga che. Court went on the 
237 to Libam, on the 250 to Aſemel, and on 
the 29" to Dantxict. Their Majeſties continued 
in this City till the latter End of April; but it 
is not to be ſuppoſed that his Czariſh Majeſty

Having concluded the Marriage of his Niece 


the Princeſs Catharine; eldeſt Daughter of the 
Czar Jobn, or Ian. Alexietvil z, and the Cza- 
rina Proſcovia, with Duke Charles Leopold of 
Mecklenbourg Steerin. His Majeſty reſolved to 
procure the Poſſeſſion of Viſmar for that Prince, 
tor which Reaſon. he ſent about twelve Thou- 
ſand Ruſſians towards Mecklenbourg, to aſſiſt in 
taking that important Place from the Swed-s. 
During the Time that he gave Orders for the 
March of theſe Troops; which were already in 
Courland, he received the agreeable News 4 
the 
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the Surrender of Cajanebourg, the laſt Place 
that the Szwedes held in Finland. The Swediſh 
Commandant ſtipulated, that he ſhould go out 
with his Garriſon, which conſiſted of two Hun- 
dred and ſixty Men; and that he ſhould be 
eſcorted twelve Miles from thence, thinking 
he ſhould be then out of Danger; but hearing 
afterwards on the Road, that there was a Body 
of Ruſſians at above twenty four Miles Diſtance, 
on the Side of Sweden, into whoſe Hands he 
could not avoid falling, he choſe rather to yield 
himſelf Priſoner to his Conqueror. In this For- 
treſs were found twenty five Pieces of Cannon, 
with Ammunition and Proviſions for eighteen 
Months. . 

On the 19 of April; the Marriage of the 
Czarian Princeſs with the Duke of Mecklenbourg 
was celebrated at Dantzick, in the Preſence of 
their Czariſh Majeſties, in their Chapel, by an 
Archimandrite of the Ruſian Church. The 
King of Poland, who was come to Dantzick to 
conter with the Czar upon the new Commoti- 
ons in his Kingdom, went likewiſe to the Cha- 
pel on this Occaſion, attended by a large Train 
of Coaches, in one of which was his Poliſb 
Majeſty with General Flemming, and General 
Wiczdum; the Biſhops of Ermeland and Culm, 
with ſeveral Officers and other Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction, followed in the reſt, The Czar after- 
wards proceeded on Horſeback ; the Czarina 
and the Princeſs came afterwards, with a great 
Number of Ladies in Coaches. The Bride had 
an Imperial Crown on her Head, enrich'd with 

tamonds ; over her Veſt, which was of Silver 


Brocade, ſhe had a long Robe of Crimfon Vel- 
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of which was ſupported by two Gentlemen, 


All this illuſtrious Company were magniftcent- 


ly entertained by Count Golefkin, the Grand 
Chancellor. The Feaſt was in common for the 
whole City, the Fountains ran with Wine, and 
a roaſted Ox was given to the Populace. 

On the 29”, the King of Poland gave a 
ſplendid Entertainment and Ball on Account of 
the Marriage; and the Ezar having aſſiſted at 
it, the next Day, hearing that Forty five of his 
Gallies were arrived at  Komingſberg, fet out 
with all Expedition for that Place, to review 
them. 

In Konire berg, the Capital of Pruſta, his 
Majeſty ſound the famous Perſian Ambaffador, 
who had been in France for ſome Time before 
the Death of Lewis XIV. and gave Audience 
to him the 4 of May. On the 5® he embark'd 
on board the Imperial Galley, and returned to 
Dantzick, where he arrived on the 9“, with 
about thirty Gallies, he landed at the Calantine 
Point, and came into the City in the After- 


noon.

Although this Manifeſto charged the Czar 
with being the Cauſe of diſappointing the pro- 
jeted Deſcent upon Schonen, he did not think 
fit, knowing his own ſecret Motives, to pub- 
liſh any Anſwer to it; but having cauſed all 
his Forces to re-imbark, they ſailed on the 23* 
of October for Mecklenbourg, and being arrived 
there, Orders were given for their March 
through Pomerania into Poland. On the 26" 
the Czar was nobly entertained at Copenhagen, 
and having taken Leave of the Court, ſet out 
with the Czarina the next Day for Hambourg. 
He paſſed the Belt on the 28", and viewing 
f onningen and Frederickfiat, proceeded to Lu- 

ck, | 

While the Danes and Muſcovites were em- 

loyed in making the neceſſary Preparations 
or Putting their grand Project in Execution, 
the King of Sweden retired with his Forces out 
of Norway, in order to oppoſe his Enemies 


in Schonen. He quitted Swin/und on the 28" 


of Auguf, and after having caus'd the Bridge 
to be broken down, and a ſmall Fort to be 
thrown up at that Place, to prevent the Danes 
from laying another, he left the Count de la 
Gardi, with four Batallions of Infantry, and 
about a Thouſand Horſe add Dragoons to 
command at that Paſs. On the 12" of Sep- 
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tember he went to viſit the Princeſs his Siſter 
at Wadſtena, and from thence the next Day 
arrived at Lund in Schonen, where he fixed his 
Head-Quarters, and whither all the Regiments 
that were to compoſe the Swediſh Army were 
ordered ; but he put himſelf in Motion again 
to return to Norway, upon the Deſign of ma- 
king the Deſcent being laid aſide, which, as 
it was reported, was brought about by a ſecret 
Intrigue of Baron Gortz, who was become 
chief Miniſter and Favourite of Charles XII. 
and who had projected a ſtrange Revolution 
in the Affairs of Europe, which was to be ac- 
compliſhed by making Peace between his Ma- 
ſter and Peter Alexowitz, The Plan was too 
fattering to the Ambition of thoſe great Prin- 
ces to be reſiſted by either of them; and Eng- 
land, Poland, Denmark, and Pruſſia were to 
feel the Effects of it. There was no Likeli- 
hood of the Czar's making Peace with the 
King of Sweden without his yielding up to 
him many of thoſe Provinces that he had con - 
quered on the Eaſt and North of the Ballict; 
but Gortz perſuaded the King of Sweden that 
he would have ample Amends made him for 
relinquiſhing thoſe Places the Czar was already 
Maſter of, and himſelf in no Condition to 
retrieve, by having the Honour of re-placing 
Staniſlaus on the Throne of Poland, by ſet- 
ting the Crown of England on the Head of 
the pretended King, the Son of James II. and 
by reſtoring the Duke of Holſtein to that Du- 
chy ; beſides, that being united with the Czar 
there was nothing they might not undertake. 
The Czar on his Part had for ſome Time 
been ſecretly diſcontented with the Allies, who 
were 
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were all ſor preventing his having any Foot- 


ing in Germany, and who would not ſo much @& Wm 


as ſuffer any of the Muſcovite Forces that were 
in Mecklenbourg to be at the Siege of Wi/mar, 
ſo much were they jealous of his Power; and 
this Diſcontent of the Czar was perhaps what 
prevented the utter Ruin of the King of Swe- 
den, and was now likely to reconcile him to 
his moſt powerful Enemy, if Baron Gortz's 
Project had taken Effect. The firſt Step to 
which was by the Means of Doctor Areſtine, 
the Czar's Phyſician, to found Prince Menz;- 
koff, who was charmed with the Deſign, and 
ſoon brought the Czar into it, as was repor- 
ted; but we ſhall ſee preſently how deſirous 
he was to clear himſelf of any ſuch Impu- 
tation. 


From Lubeck his Czariſh Majeſty went by 


Schwerin to Havelberg, where he had a private 


Interview with the King of Priſſia, who came 
thither only with a few of his Miniſters. 
Theſe two Monarchs conferr'd together for 
two Days on the Affairs of Poland, and parti- 
cularly 1 the City of Elbing, which 

Pruſſia had reſigned for a 
conſiderable Sum, of which neither Principal 
nor Intereſt had been paid. 

The Czar afterwards returned by the EI 
to Hambourg and Altena, where he ſtaid a Day 
longer than he at firſt intended, to put an 
End to an Affair that had given fome Trou- 
ble to the City of Hambourg, which was this : 
A Perſon of Diſtinction among the Coſſacks, 
Nephew to the famous Mazeppa, called Count 
Wrynorowſki, being a little before arrived ar 
Hambourg, was ſciz'd at the Requeſt of the 

1 Miſſcovite 
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ſhip, and ſet out for Amſterdam in —_ 
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Muſcovite Miniſter, as a Subject of the Czar; 
but as he was engaged in the Service of the 
Swedes, they declar'd for him, and threatened 
the Hamburgbers with the higheſt Reſentment 
of the King of Sweden, if they deliver'd him 
up to the Bw: which was likewiſe forbid by 
the Emperor. All Perſons concerned were 
highly embarraſſed in this Affair, but it took 
a happy Turn for the Hamburghers, for the 


Count himſelf deſired of the Magiſtrates, that 


he might be conducted to the Czar at Altena, 
in Hopes of obtaining his Pardon, and wrote 
a very ſubmiſſive Letter to his Czariſh Maje- 
ſty, to pray him to grant him Audience, He 
was accordingly conducted under a Guard to 
Altena, where he was put into the Hands of 
the Danes, and guarded in his Lodgings : The 
next Day the Czar went to ſee him, before 
whom he fell on his Knees, kiſſed the Bottom 
of his Garment, and aſked his Pardon, Life, 
and Liberty; his Majeſty raiſed him, and 
ſaid, Fear Nothing, I have more Goodneſs to- 
wards you than you imagine ; tell only all that 


you know, His Majeſty then cauſed his Sword 


to be returned to him, and he was ſent to 
Schwerin, under a Guard of a hundred Ru/- 


ſian Dragoons, This Count was brought very 


young into the Swediſh Party by his Uncle, 
General Mazeppa, but came to Hambourg as 
ſoon as he could, to acknowledge his Fault, 
and aſk Pardon, which he ſoon obtain'd, the 
Czarina having promiſed to intercede for him. 

His Czariſh Majeſty had a Sword ſet with 
Diamonds preſented him by the Magiſtrates 
of Hambourg, whom he aſſured of his Friend. 
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land, where he arrived on the 17" of December

the Saxons, at length engaged both Parties, 
after many ſharp Encounters on each Side, to 
conſent ta a Treaty, and a Congreſs was ac- 
cordingly appointed to be held at Lublin; but 
all that could be done there was to bring them 
to agree to' an Armiſtice, which was ſoon 
violated, and this fruitleſs Congreſs transfer'd 
to Warſaw ; and the Obſtinacy of the Confe- 
derates gave them Room to fear there would 
be no more to be done here than at Lublin, 
the Czar ordered General Ronne to enter Po- 
land with a Body of Troops to ſupport that 
Party which was moſt inclined to Peace. The 
Arrival of theſe Troops was the Subject of 
great Complaints, and the Deputies of the 
Confederates declared, that they could not a- 
gree to diſſolve the Confederacy, nor proceed 
farther in the Treaty 'till Prince Dolgoruti had 
ſent Orders for them to withdraw out of the 
Poliſh Territories; but the Mediator anſwered,, 


that the Muſcovite Troops had marched into 


Poland in Purſuance of the Agreement made 
at Dantzick, that his Czariſh Majeſty ſhould 
ſend his Troops into ar to act againſt ſuch 
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as ſhould diſturb the publick Tranquility; 
that ſeeing the Confederates had choſen the 
Czar for Mediator, it did not belong to them 
to preſcribe Laws to him; but that they 
ought to conform themſelves to the Meaſures 
his Majeſty thought moſt convenient for the 
Eſtabliſhment of the publick Peace, which he 
adviſed them to conclude without farther De- 
lay; promiſing that immediately after the 
Concluſion of it he would cauſe the ſaid Troops 
to retire, as he had already declared. The Con- 
federates reply*d to this, that a Mediator ought 
not to make Uſe of Arms, but hear what the 
Parties at Variance had to fay, and endeavour 
to reconcile them without Threats and Mena- 
ces: But they were given to underſtand that 
though what they alledg'd might be true be- 
tween private Men, that Princes in Arms fol- 
lowed other Maxims. This occaſioned a warm 
Debate, and in the Conclufion Prince Dolęo- 
ruki declared in plain Terms, that the Troops 
of his Maſter ſhould not withdraw out of the 
Poliſh Territories before the Treaty was actu- 
ally ſigned. Upon this the Deputies having 
conſulted among themſelves, declared that they 
would proceed no farther in the Treaty till 
Prince Dolgoruki had put into their Hands an 
Order for the Retreat of the Muſcovites ; and 
ſo the Conferences broke up. After which the 
Depuries ard themſelves to the Pope's 
Nuncio the Imperial Ambaſſador, to de- 
fire the King to inſiſt on the Retreat of the 
Muſcovites, 

The King's Plenipotentiaries accordingly 
deſired the Mediator to order the Retreat of 
thoſe Troops, if it was in his Power; —

The other Chief Articles agreed on in the fol- 
lowing Conferences were, That the King 
might, if he pleaſed, be out of the Kingdom 
three Months in the Year: That the Saxon Mi- 
niſters ſhould not concern themſelves with the 
Affairs of Poland: That the King might keep 
a Saxon Guard; but they were not to exceed 
the Number of 1200 Men, and were to be 
maintain'd at the King's own Charge: That 
the Commanders of them ſhould take an Oath 
of Fidelity to the King and the Republick : 
That no Foreign Troops ſhould be brought 
into the Kingdom upon any Pretence what- 
ſoever ; nor ſhould eſe 1200 be augmented 
by any new Levies ; together with ſome other 
Articles of leſs Moment. So that the King- 
dom of Poland, whoſe Affairs had been in the 
utmoſt Confuſion for many Years, had now a 
fair Proſpect of ſeeing better Days, unleſs ſome 
unforeſeen Accident diſturb'd the Tranquility 
they hope to enjoy by Means of this Treaty of

« to it by a Conſideration of the Prejudice 
« which would accrue to the Northern Allies in 
« general, and to the Czar in particular, by 
« the Continuance of the Ruſſian Troops in

« ſuggeſted it with an Intention to create Diffi- 
«« dence between the King and the Czar ; be- 
t cauſe the Count did not write thoſe Letters 
te with a View that they ſhould be read by no 
«© Body but Baron Goritz. Laſtly, his Ma- 
* jeſty has always been conyinc'd and is ſo 
« ſtill, that a Prince ſo prudent as the Czar, 
«* is not capable of being cajo'd and hood- 
« wink'd by the Artifices of this Baron, or 
« Propoſals of a particular Peace, if he had 
t made any: Such a Peace would have prov'd 
«« prejudicial to the Czar, who has all along 
« piven fo many Proofs of his Adherence and

« for this Reaſon his Majeſty never ſuggeſted to

Done at London, March ; 1, 
N.S. 1717. 
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The Czar left the Hague on the fourth of 
April to go to Paris; his Court was ſmall, but 
choſen; and the Czarina accompanied him as 
far as Rotterdam, from whence ſhe came back 
to the Hague, and then to Amſterdam, where 
ſhe waited his Return. His Czariſh Majeſty 
paſs'd through Zeeland in his Way to Antwerp, 
where the Princes of Holſtein-Ploen and de la 
Tour, appointed to attend him while he was in 
Flanders, came to receive him in the Emperor's 
Name. On the 14" he arrived at Bruſſels, and 
paſs'd from thence by the Way of Ghent and 
Bruges to Dunkirk, to view the Ris-Bank there, 
having a Deſign to make one on the Model of 
that at Cronſlot or Peterſburgh. 


On the 5® of May, his Majeſty arrived at he 
Paris, whete very great Preparations were made riyes 


to receive him, being conducted by the Mare- 


ſchal de Tz/ſ to the old Louvre, he found there 


a magnificent Ambigu prepared for his Enter- 
tainment, compoſed of eight Hundred Diſhes 
of Fleſh, Fiſh, Fowl, and Fruits. He was 
lodged in the Hotel de Leſdiguieres, where he 
the next Morning received a Viſit from the 
Duke of Orleans, the Regent, with whom he 


diſcourſed for above an Hour; and when that 


Prince had left him, his Majeſty ſpoke of him 
in ſuch Terms as not only did Honour to the 
Regent, but to himſelf, in being capable of 
forming ſo ſolid a Judgment of that great and 
knowing Politician: © The Regent was no leſs 
charm'd with the Underſtanding and Behaviour 
of the Emperor of Ruſſa. So that the Inter- 
view of theſe two great Princes was not unlike 
that of Hannibal and Scipio, who did not leave 


one another but with a reciprocal Admiration. 
On 
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On the 10", the King of France, accompa- 


V nied by the Mareſchal Villeroy, and the princi- 


pal Officers of his Houſhold, and followed by 
a Detachment of fifty of the Life Guards, came 
to viſit his Czariſh Majeſty at the Hotel de Le, 
diguitres, He went down to receive the young 
Monarch at his Coach, and conducted him to 
his Apartment, where they ſtaid together ſome 
Time, and then his Czariſh Majeſty waited on 
him to his Coach again. The Day following, 
the Czar, accompanied by the Lords of his 
Train, returned the Viſit to the King in Coach- 
es which his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty had ſent 
for him; the young King came to receive him 
at his Coach, and after ſome ſhort Diſcourſe, 
conducted him thither again, the Swiſs and 
French Guards being all the Time under Arms. 
The ſame Day, the Provoſt of Merchants, and 
the Eſchevins, [or Aldermen] in their Habits 
of Ceremony went to wait upon his Czariſh 
Majeſty, and brought him the uſual Preſents of 
the City, conducted by the Marquis de Dreux, 
Grand Maſter of the Ceremonies. In the Morn- 
ing, the Czar went to the Place Royal, that of 
Vitloires, that of Louis le Grand, and to ſee the 
Arſenal; and on the 12" he went to the Gobe- 
lins, and to the King's Garden, and in the Af- 
ternoon to the Obſervatory. 

On the 14®, in the Afternoon, the Czar came 
to the Palace Royal, to make a Viſit to Mon- 
fieur the Duke of Orleans. His Royal High- 


neſs, accompanied by the principal Officers of 


his Houſhold, received him as he alighted from 
his Coach, and conducted him into his Apart- 
ment, where he ſhewed him his Gallery of 
Paintings: The Czar went afterwards to viſit 

Madame, 
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Madame, who received him at the Door of her 


Apartment, and preſented to him the Duke! WW 


de Chartres, and Madamoiſelle de Montpenſier. 
After the Viſit, M. the Duke of Orleans led 
him into the Lodge of the Palace-Royal, where 
he ſaw an Opera, When he went out, he was 
conducted by his Royal Highneſs to his Coach. 
The ſame Day in the Morning, the Czar went 
to the Royal Academy of Painting and Sculp- 
ture, and he ſaw in the great Gallery of the 
Louvre, the Plans in Relief of the fortified 
Towns of the Kingdom; and afterwards walk'd 
in the Garden of the Twilleries, The 16" he 
was at the Hoſtel Royal des Invalids; the 17" he 
paſs'd the Day at the Caſtle of Meudon, where 
he was regaled by the Duke Regent; and in his 
Return to Paris, by the Elyſian Fields, he found 
the Guards under Arms performing their Exer- 
ciſe. 

His Czariſh Majeſty, a few Days after, went 
to Fontainebleau, and in the Way dined at the 
Duke d' Antin's, at Petitbourg. The next Morn- 
ing he hunted the Stag with the King's Dogs, 
and was accompanied by the Count de Thoulauſe: 
After the Hunting was over, his Majeſty dined 
in the Pavilion, He returned at Night to Pe- 
titbourg, where the Duke d Antin entertained 
him as magnificently as the Day before: And 
after having gone over the Gardens and Ter- 
raſſe which looks into the Seine, he went; on 
the 1* of June, into the Gondola that carried 
him back to Paris, his Court following in other 
Boats. In the Way, he ſtopp'd at Choiſi, where 
the Princeſs Dowager of Conti received him, 
and ſhewed him her Gardens and Apartments. 


Continuing then his Journey in the Gondola, 
and 
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and having gone through all the Bridges in 


Pa, he landed at the Porte de la Conference, 


and going into his Coach, went along the Ram- 
parts of the City, and bought in the Shop of 
an Artificer a large Quantity of Fuſces and Pe- 
tards, which he afterwards fired himſelf in the 
Garden of the Hotel de Leſdiguieres. 

On the 2* of June, in the Afternoon, his 
Majeſty went to the Royal Abbey of St. De- 
nis, where he ſaw the Church, the Treaſury, 
and the new Building, in which the Benedictins 
prepared a fine Collation for him, in one of 
the Cells at the End of the Dormitory, from 
whence the Proſpect is moſt ſurprizingly agree- 
able. From St. Denis he returned by St. Ouen, 
where the Duke de Tre/ſmes, with all his Family, 
attended him. On the third, the Ru/han Mo- 
narch went from Paris to Verſailles, with all 
his Court, accompanied by the Mareſchal de 
Teſſe, and by the Marquis de Bellegarde, Son of 
the Duke d' Antin, which laſt named young 
Lord was appointed to do the Honours of the 
Royal Houſes, in the Room of his Father, who 
could not attend his Czariſh Majeſty at that 
Time, on account of ſome important Affairs 
he had as Counſellor of State. 

His Majeſty, at this Time, made no Stay at 
Verſailles, but went to Trianon, where he con- 
tinued till the 6", and then went to ſee the 
Caſtle of Clagny, and the great Aqueduct, and 
from thence to Marly. On the 10, Monſieur 
de Verton, the King's Maitre d Hotel, who had 
Orders from Court to wait upon his Czariſh 
Majeſty, entertained him with a very grand 
Fire-Work, preceded by a fine Concert of Mu- 
ſick, and Illuminations in the Gardens and

Groves, the Night concluded with a fort of 
Ball, all the Ladies, whom Curioſity had drawn 
to Marly, dancing in the Salloon; and the Czar 
was ſo well pleaſed with this Evening's Gallan- 
try, that he fat up much longer than his uſual 
Hour of going to Reſt. On the 11", he went 
to St, Germain en Laye, and viewed the old and 
new Caſtle there, and afterwards to St. Cyr, 
where he ſaw Madame de Maintenon, who te- 
ceived him on her Bed. He ſaw the five Claſ- 
ſes, and all the young Demoiſelles, in their ſe- 
veral Apartments, and was very much pleaſed 
with the uſeful} and magnificent Eſtabliſhment 
of this Houſe; and the Manner in which the 
Virgins were educated. 

On the 12" in the Morning, he returned to 
Perſailles, and viewed the Apartments and Ca- 
binet of Medals, and in the Afternoon, the 
great and little Stables; after which, he went 
to Chaillot, and having made a Viſit to the late 
Queen of England, Widow of James the Se- 
cond, came back in the Evening, and went to 
the Houſe of M. de Launai, in the Mint, where 
the Duke d' Antin attended him; that Lord 
cauſed a Gold Medal to be ſtruck before him, 
which he preſented to him, and his Czariſh 
Majeſty was much ſurprized to find his own 
Buſt on one Side, with this Inſcription, PETRUS 
ALexiewitz TzAR, Mac. Russ. IMPER A- 
TOR; On the Reverſe was Fame in the Air, 
holding two Trumpets, with this Inſcription, 
Vires acquirit eundo ; and on the Exergue, Lu- 
tet. Pariſ. 1717. A Number of Medals with 
the ſame Impreſſions on Silver were preſented 
to the Perſons who accompanied him. | 
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On the 13", he received a Viſit from the 


wa > Pope's Nuncio, who making him a Compli- 


ment in the Halian Tongue, was anſwered by 
the Vice-Chancellor Schaffirof, In the Evening 
his Czariſh Majeſty went to the Duke d“ An- 
tin's, where he ſupp'd with the Count de Tou- 
louſe. : 

On the 14 in the Morning, he went to ſee 
the Royal Printing- Houſe, and being, as every 
where elſe, very curious in enquiring into the 
Art, ſeveral Proofs were pull'd, to ſhew him 
the Method of Printing. He went afterwards 


to viſit the College of the four Nations, found- 


ed by Cardinal Mazarin; he viewed the Church 
and the Library, and, diſcourſing with much 
Freedom with M. Varignon, the moſt famous 


Geometrician of the Kingdom, he inform'd' 


himſelf of all that was neceſſary for a Founda- 
tion of the like Sort; for beſides two Colleges 
he had already founded in his Dominions, one 
at Moſcow, and one at Peterſburgh, he intended 
to erect others. He went next to the Houſe of 
the Sieur Pigeon, the Maker of a very curious 
moving Sphere, according to the Copernican 
Syſtem, which pleaſed him ſo well, that he or- 
dered it to be purchaſed, when he went away, 
tor two Thouſand Crowns. His Majeſty went 
afterwards to the Sorbonne, where he was re- 
ccived by the Doctors of the Houſe, for whom 
he expreſſed a great Eſteem. He much ad- 
mired the Tomb of Cardinal de Richelieu, in 
this Place, which is looked upon as a wonder- 
ful Piece of Workmanſhip. His Majeſty went 
in the Afternoon up to the Towers of N#tre- 
Dame, from whence he had a Proſpect of the 
whole City : And on his Return to the Hotel de 
Leſdiguieres, 
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Leſdiguieres, he found the Ambaſſadors of Por- 


tugal and Malta, who were come with large (SW 


Retinues, to wait upon him. 


On the 15", his Majeſty went to ſee the fine 


Works at the Gobelins. Among many Pieces of 
Tapeſtry that were expoſed to View, he ſeemed 
the moſt delighted with the Hiſtory of Don 
Quixot, done after the Deſigns of young Coypet, 
of which his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty made him 
a Preſent, with ſome other Pieces. In the 
Evening he took a Walk in the Cours. 

On the 16", the Czar, accompanied by the 
Duke of Orleans, ſaw a Review of the Gens 
i Armes, Chevaux Legers, the Mouſquetairs, and 
the Life. Guards, which were drawn up on ſe- 
veral Lines in the Elyſian Fields: He was on 
Horſeback, and went all along the Lines and 
Ranks, and after having ſeen the Foot Guards 
perform their Exerciſe, went to &.

aris. 

On the 170, the Czar having ſpent two Hours 
at the Obſervatory, ſupp'd with the Mareſchal 
Villars. The next Day having ſent for M. De- 
lie, the Geographer, he diſcourſed a long 
Time with him, by an Interpreter; on the Si- 
tuation and Extent of his Empire, which were 
better known to this Prince himſelf than to any 
Body elſe: To give a better Idea of them, he 
ordered two Manuſcript Charts to be brought, 
which he had cauſed to be made of Part of his 
Dominions, and ſhewed M. Deliſle the Situati- 
on of a new Fortreſs he had built in Tartary, 
in the new Acquiſitions he had mace by the 
Submiſſion of one of the Ta#i/arian K ings, who 


was become his Vaſſal, and by the Junction of 
X 2 a hundred 
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a hundred Thouſand Calmucts, with the other 
WY > Tartars who were already under his Dominion. 


His Majeſty went afterwards to ſee ſeveral Chy- 
- mical Experiments, that were prepared for him 
at the Sieur Geofroi's. In the Afternoon, he re- 
ceived a Viſit from the Duke of Orleans, and 
then went to the Louvre, where he ſaw the 
King of France incognito in his Cabinet. From 
thence he went to the Palace Royal, to viſit 
Monſieur and Madame the Dutcheſs of Orleans. 
His Czariſh Majeſty, the ſame Day, ſaw an 
Operation performed on a blind Man, whom 
Mr. Wallace, an Engliſh Occuliſt, reſtored to 
Sight. The Patient was an Invalid of fifty ſix 
Years of Age, who had been blind ever ſince 
the Battle of Blenheim, and was brought to the 
Hotel de Leſdiguieres, on Purpoſe to undergo 
this Operation in the Czar's Preſence, His 
Majeſty, when the Needle was firſt put to the 
Eye, turned away his Head for a Moment; but 
Curioſity ſoon got the better of that ſudden 
Motion, and he ſaw the Work perform'd, and 
had Proof of the Cataract's being removed; 
for putting his Hand before the Invalid, he 
perceived he could diſtinguiſh it, which he 
could not before the Operation. This happy 
Succeſs made his Czariſh Majeſty promiſe 
Mr. Wallace to ſend him a Pupil, to be brought 
up under ſo great a Man. 

On the 19, he went to ſee the Parliament 
fitting. He was carried thro' the Houſe of the 
firſt Preſident, and conducted from thence, by 
the Bailiff of the Palace, into the great Cham- 
ber, and placed in one of the Lanthorns, de- 
corated for that Purpoſe, from whence he faw 
the venerable Magiſtrates ſitting on their high 

Benches. 
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Benches, A Cauſe being called, when the two 


Advocates, Milchault and Guerin, had ſpoke — 


on each Side, and the Advocate General, Mon- 
ſieur de Lamoignoa, had ſumm'd up the Affair, 
he took Notice that there were many Inſtances 
of the Court's being conſulted by Sovereigns, in 
Matters of the greateſt Importance with regard 
to their own States; but that the Monarch of 
a Country ſo diſtant from France, and equally 
powerful both in Europe and Aſia, ſhould have 
a Deſire to ſee their Auguſt Aſſembly, was a 
very extraordinary Example : And added, that 
he thought ſuch an Honour ought to be pre- 
ſerved in the Regiſters of the Parliament, and 
tranſmitted to Poſterity. When the Aſſembly 
roſe, his Czariſh Majeſty, at his going away, 
ſaluted the Auguſt Senate, who were all in 
their ſcarlet Robes, and the Preſidents in their 
Furr Gowns, which was a Compliment had 
been paid to none but the Emperor CHARLES 
the Fifth. 

The ſame Day the French King went to the 
Hotel de Leſdiguierres, in the Afternoon, to make 
a Viſit to the Czar, who afterwards went to 
the Academy of Sciences, where the Members en- 
tertained him with whatever they had that was 
curious or new in Machines or Experiments, 
and his Majeſty was ſo much delighted with 
them, that he afterwards, when he returned to 
Peterſburgh, cauſed Dr. Areſtin, his Phyſician, 
to write a Letter to the Abbot Bignon their 
Preſident, deſiring to be admitted a Member 
of their Society, to which they returned an 
Anſwer, with Thanks for the Honour he did 
them, and received another Letter from him, 
wrote with his own Hand, From this _ 
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1717. he was looked upon as one of their Members, 
aud had the Volume of their Tranſactions pun- 


ctually ſent to him, as an Academician, every 
Year till his Death. | 
The Czar, after having heard the Maſs of 
the Pentecoſte, according to the ancient Style and 
Liturgy of the Greek Church, ſet out from 
Paris on the 21*, in order to go to the Saw: 
He was eſcorted by ten Muſquetaires, who were 
to be relieved ſucceſſively by the like Number, 
till he came to Soiſſons. He ſupp'd, and lay 
the firſt Night at Livry, at the Houſe of the 
Marquiſs of that Name, where he drank the 
Healths of the King and Monſieur the Regent. 
His Czariſh Majeſty was very liberal at his 
Departure from Paris. He preſented the Mar- 
quiſs de Livry with his Picture ſet with Dia- 
monds, valued 40,000 Livres, and the Mar- 
quis de Theſſe, and the Duke d Antin with the 
like. He left 10,000 Crowns to be diſtributed 
to the King's Servants who attended him, be- 
ſides 15,000 Livres to the Gardiners of Ver- 
failles, and other Royal Palaces. The King 
would have made him a Preſent of a Sword ſec 
with Diamonds, but he deſired to be excuſed 
from accepting any Preſents in Gold and Jew- 
els, but accepted four Suits of fine rich Tape- 
ſtry Hangings out of the Royal Wardrobe, 
being as fine a Work as eyer was ſeen; and 
ſome Pictures and other Curioſities from the 
Regent, and other Princes. The Czar left a 
very great Reputation at the French Court, and 
the French Virtuoſi were very much ſurprized 
to ſee a Prince, born in one of the moſt igno- 
rant Parts of the World, ſo fond of Arts and 
Sciences, and exceed, in that Reſpect, all the

more polite Countries. 
His Czariſh Majeſty arrived, by Rancy, 
Soiſſons, Rheims, Charleville, Givet, and Bo- 
vignes, at Namure on the 25", When the 
Count de Hompeſch, Governor of that famous The Czar's 
Fortreſs for the States General, received Advice Reception at 
that he was expected at Givet, he ſent Major Ne. 
General Du Portal to receive him at tbat Place, 
and conduct him to Namure. The Count de 
Larnoy, Adminiſtrator of the Province, ſent 
his Coach and ſix Horſes, preceded by twelve 
Halberdiers in new Cloaths, with Cockades in 
their Hats, to receive him juſt without the 
Town, as ſuppoſing that he would land there 
but his Majeſty went on Shore at the Gate of 
Groignon, and was complimented by a Diſcharge 
of ſix Salvoes from all the Artillery of' the 
Caſtle and Town, He mounted a Horſe that 
was preſented to him by the Count de Hompeſch, 
who attended him there, with the chief Offi- 
cers of the Garriſon, and then his Majeſty went 
to the Caſtle, being followed by Prince Kura- 
tin, and the other Lords of his Court. He was 
about two Hours on Horſeback, viewing all 
the Fortifications, and made as judicious Re- 
marks as the moſt ſkilful Engineer. Then he 
returned to the Caſtle, where he was entertained 
by the Count de Hompeſch, The Czar ſhewed 
himſelf very affable to the whole Company, 
drank ſeveral Healths, and was pleaſed to grve 
a particular Relation of the ſeveral Battles and 
Sieges at which he had commanded in Perſon. 
After the Entertainment was over, he took 
Horſe again, and rode to the Governor's Houle, 
where he ſupp'd, 1 1 was afterwards a Ball, 
4 at 
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at which ſeveral Ladies entertained him with 


WY their Voices and Dancing. He alſo danced 


with one of them, and ſtay'd till One a Clock 
in the Morning, when he went to lye in his 
Yacht, 

The next Day his Majeſty ſaw a Combat of 
Lances upon the Sambre, and went round the 
Fortifications of the City, attended by the 
Count de Hompeſch and the Lords of his Retinue. 
Then his Majeſty returning to his Yacht, re- 
ceived the Compliments ot the Deputies, and 
other Perſons of Diſtinction, and ſer out at 
Eleven o' Clock for Huy, under as many Sal- 
voes of the Artillery as were diſcharged at his 
Arrival. 

His Majeſty was received at Licge, on the 
27", with great Marks of Reſpect by the Ma- 
giſtrates, and other Officers, in the Name of 
the Elector of Colagu; the next Day he went to 
Aix by Limbourg, and from thence to the u, 
where he drank the Waters for ſome Time: 
And on the 2* of Auguſt arrived at Amſterdam, 


in which City the Czarina Catharine had impa- 


tiently waited his Return. After two or three 
Days Repoſe, their Majeſties went to ſee the 
Province of Utrecht, and the Palace of Lov, 
from whence they came back to Amſterdam, and 
took Leave of Holland, on the 2“ of September, 
to go to Berlin, by the Way of Cleves and Mag- 

debourg. 
How ſtrong ſoever the Czar's Thirſt was af- 
ter Knowledge, and how curious ſorver he 
. might be in his Enquiries into all Things that 
he thought might improve himſelf or his People 
in all uſeful Arts and Sciences; yet the Reader 
is not to ſuppoſe that his Majeſty 2 his 
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Time in France, and other Places, merely in 1717. 
the Amuſements we have before related; no, TI 
he had other Views of a political Kind, ſuitable 
to the Greatneſs of his enterprizing Genius; 
though, it muſt be confeſſed, not ſtrictly agree- 
able ro his Engagements with his Allies. 

It is no Secret, that while he was at the 
Court of France, he made Propoſals whereby 
he offered to pour a numerous Army into the 
Heart of the Empire, which ſhould be at the 
Diſpoſition of that Crown, provided they would 
pay him the Subſidies he demanded, which 
were very large; but his Offers there were re- 

jected, as inconſiſtent with the Engagements 
France was under by her Alliance with his Bri- 
zannick Majeſty, ſigned at the Hague on the 4 
of January, 1717. And it is ſaid, that the Re- 
gent of France gave Intelligence of what had 
paſſed to King George I. 

However, his Czariſh Majeſty, during his 
Stay at Paris, concluded a Treaty of Friend- 
ſhip with France, in which the King of Pruſſia 
was included, and, being much preſſed to it 
by the Regent, he promiſed to withdraw his 
Forces from Mecklenbourg. The King of Great- 
Britain, who was very willing to preſerve a 
good Underſtanding with him, knowing that, 
in his Return from Paris, he would paſs by Am- 
Rerdam, in Auguſt, ſent Admiral Norris and 
Mr, Whitworth to him at that Time, with Or- 
ders to thank him for having declared himſelf 
at Paris about the withdrawing his Forces out 
of the Empire, and to aſſure him, that it would 
be of great Satisfaction to his Majeſty to live 
with him in the ſame Friendſhip and Union as 
peſore, and to reſume the Negotiation of a

Treaty of Commerce, which on his Side he 
would facilitate with all poſſible Readineſs. 
But the Czar having again inſiſted on a Britiſb 
Squadron of fifteen Men of War to act againſt 
Sweden, under the Orders of the Ruſſian Ad- 
mirals; this Step of his Brito Majeſty had no 


The very Day before his Czariſh Majeſty's 
Return to Amſterdam, Baron Gortz was ſet at 
Liberty, who, after he had had ſeveral Confe- 
rences with the Swediſo Reſident at Zutphen, 
was admitted, with great Privacy, to an Inter- 
view with the Czar and his Miniſters at Loo; 
and having taken upon him to adjuſt all the 
Differences between the King of Sweden and his 
Czariſh Majeſty, within three Months after his 
Arrival in Sweden, he ſer out thither by the 


Way of Revel, furniſhed with a Paſſport from 


the Czar, who on his Side engaged abſolutely 
to ſuſpend all Operations againſt his Swedj/ 
Majeſty till the End of the ſaid three Months. 


His Czariſh Majefty, before his Return into 


his own Dominions, being much preſſed by the 
King and Republick of Poland, to eaſe them 
of the Expence and Damages they ſuſtained by 
his Troops in that Kingdom, ſent the following 
Order to the Velt-Mareſchal Czeremetoff. 


„The King and the Republick of Poland 
« having ſent M. Ponitz, Staroſte of Caponitz, 
« expreſsly to us, to procure the Departure of 
* our Troops, we confirm to you all the Or-

* or Damage done by any of our Army, yau 
* are to ſee that Juſtice be done according to

vernor of Archangel, who had been fully con- 
victed of his Crimes, was ſhot ro Death. The 
faid Court of Juſtice was divided into ſeveral 
Committees, each of which conſiſted of a Ma- 
Jor, a Captain, and a Lieutenant of the Guards, 
who were to examine into the reſpective Cau- 
ſes laid before them, and to give Sentence 
according to common Senſe and Equity. And 
ſo abſolute was the Power of the Czar, that 
he obliged the Members of a venerable Sc- 
nate, compoſed of the Heads of the greateſt 
Families in Ruſſia, to appear before a Lieute- 
nant as their Judge, — be called to an Ac- 
count of their Conduct. 

In Order to remedy the great Want of Mo- 
ney which appeared at that Time, his Czariſh 
Majeſty iſſued an Order prohibiting the Uſe 
of Gold and Silver on Wearing Apparel; ſe- 
veral uſeleſs Mechanicks who had been brought 

mmto the Country were diſcharged, _—_— — 
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reduced to half Pay, and divers other Methods 171. 
were tried that were thought conducive to tha 
End. On this Occaſion ſeveral Ryans of 5 
Diſtinction entered into a Society for the ma- 
nufacturing of Silk-Stuffs; for the Encourage- 

ment of which, the Czar granted them a Pri- 

vilege for many Years, and raiſed the Duties Makes ſeveral 
on the Importation of Foreign Stuffs to double new Regulati- 
the Price for the middliqg Sort, and treble for 1— 
the beſt : He likewiſe publiſhed ſeveral other 


Regulations which were the Fruits of the Re- 3 


marks he made in his laſt Travels, and appoin- 
ted ſeveral Councils for the Adminiſtration of 
the Publick Affairs, like thoſe that had been 
eſtabliſhed by the Duke of Orleans in France; 
One for Foreign Affairs, a ſecond for the Fi- 
nances, a third for Juſtice, a fourth for Revi- 
ſion, a fifth for War, a ſixth for the Marine, 
a ſeventh for Commerce, an eighth for Re- 
ceipts and Expences, and a ninth for Arts and 
Sciences, Mines, Buildings, &c. 

About this Time the young Great Prince 
(fo the Czarewitz's Son was ſtyled) was pre- 
ſented by the Czar with his Picture ſet with 
Diamonds, and as he gave early Proofs of a 
martial and lively Genius, he was not only de- 
clared a Serjeant of the Guards, and cloathed 
accordingly, but alſo taught the military Ex- 
erciſe, which he very readily learned to that 
Degree, that he was ſoon able to perform the 
principal Part of his Function himſelf; to the 
great Satisfaction of the Czar, who had much 
Affection for him, notwithftanding the juſt Re- 
ſentment he had. conceived againſt the Czare- 
witz his Father; of which the Reader will find 


a particular Account hereafter,

d left that Place during the Czar's Abſence, 
returned with Orders to thank his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty for the obliging Letters he had written 
from Amſterdam to his Majeſty by Admiral 
Norris, and to aſſure him of the King's good 
Diſpoſitions for maintaining with him the 
ſame Union and Friendſhip as formerly. He 
diſcharged this Commiſſion to the Czar's Mi- 
niſters, and at the ſame Time gave them to 
underſtand how uneaſy his Majeſty was at the 
Interview the Czar had had at Lo with Baron 
Cortz, and at the Appearances there were of his 
Czariſh Majeſty's having employ'd that Baron 
to endeavour to procure a ſeparate Peace with 
his Swediſh Majeſty. 


The Czar's Miniſters boldly denied that 


there had been an Interview at Loo; but a little 
Time after they were obliged to own it. The 
late Duke of Ormond was come at this Time 
to Mittau in Courland, and had with him 
Mr. Jernegan, an Engliſh Roman- Cal bolict; his 
Deſign was not only to negociate a Marriage 
between the Princeſs Anna - Petrowna one of 
the Czar's Daughters, and the Pretender, but 
but alſo to go over to Sweden to perſuade 
Charles XII. to make Peace with the Czar, 
and to turn his Thoughts on ſetting the Pre- 
tender on the Throne of Great-Britain ; but the 
Propoſal of the Marriage was one Way to 
fruſtrate this laſt Part of their Scheme; for 
Baron Goritz had long intended the Lady here 


ſpoken of for the Duke of Holſtein, who after- 


wards married her, 
| Mr, 
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Mr. Fernegan was ſent io Sweden to obtain 1717. 
Leave from his Swedi/þ Majeſty that the Duke 
of Or mond might go thither as the Pretender's 
Miniſter, Jernegan had Orders to apply to 
Baron Gortz, which he did accordingly ; but 
the Anſwer he brought to the Duke was, that 
the King of Sweden had great Reaſons for not 


admitting him; he was ſoon after ſent away 


from Mutau, and his Confident Zernegan left 


to manage the Buſineſs at Peterſburgh with all 


poſſible Secrecy, never going out but at Night, 

nor ſeeing the Czar's Miniſters but in Diſguiſe. 

And while Meaſures were taking privately for 

a Congreſs at Abo, to which the Czar's Pleni- 
potentiaries were invited by Baron Gortz, his 

Czariſh Majeſty ſet out for Moſcow, where he 

had not been for eight Years before. 

In the Month of January 1718, an Expreſs 1718. 

arrived from Ukrania, that the Cubanſti-Tar- SW 
tars were approaching in great Numbers to- 5g —_— 
wards the Frontiers 0 Rus; but ſo far from — 
being ſet on by the Porte, that the Turkiſb ;

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1718, his Frontiers againſt the like Inſults, The 
WY > Grand Signior afterwards, in order to remove 


all Suſpicion, ſent a Letter under his own 
. Hand to the Czar, promiſing that in Caſe 
theſe Plunderers being defeated in their De- 
ſign, ſhould take Refuge in his Dominions, 
he would cauſe them to be purſued with Fire 
and Sword, being willing to diſcharge, in e- 
very Reſpect, the Obligations of a faithful 
Neighbour and Confederate. 

On the 4 of February they received more 
diſagreeable Advices at Peterſburgh, relating 
to the Expedition near the Caſpian Sea, of 
which the Prince Alexander Bekewitz had the 
Command, being ſent by the Czar to take 
Poſſeſſion of the River in which the Gold- 
Sand is found, and to diſcover Mines in the 
Mountains of Great-Tartary, at the Head of 
three Thouſand Men; among whom were 
three Hundred Saxons, who were taken Priſo- 
ners at Pultowa in the Swediſh Service, Their 
Deſign was to raiſe two Forts on the Caſpian 
Sea, to facilitate the Commerce, and to cover 
the Gallies that were built for that End; ac- 
cordingly they erected Forts with Shells, which 
lye in prodigious Quantities on the Shore, at 
firſt without the leaſt Oppoſition from the 
Tartars and the Calmuck;s, But when the Ar- 
my penetrated further into the Country, thro? 
the great Step or Deſart, extremely haraſſed in 
their March for Want of Water, and ar- 
rived at the Place where the Gold Sand is 
found; the Subjects of the Cham of Schirvan 
taking Umbrage, gathered to the Number of 
fifty Thouſand, and refuſed to accept the Pre- 
{ents that were tendered to them on the ** 
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of the Czar ; however, they feigned Compaſ- 
ſion to ſee ſo fine an Army in ſo great Diſtreſs, 
and offered to ſupply them with Water and 
Proviſions, on Condition that they ſhould ſe- 
= and return Home in ſeveral Bodies, 

he General was drawn into the Snare, and, 
either preſſed with great Miſery, or for Want 
of Experience, conſented to thoſe Terms, di- 
viding his Forces into ſeveral Detachments, 
ſome of three Hundred, ſome of five Hun- 
dred Men, in Order to march off, and ſo they 
all fell a Sacrifice to the deceitful Enemy. 
The Prince himſelf was carried before the 
Cham's Tent, where a Piece. of red Cloth was 
ſpred upon the Ground, the uſual Sign of 
Blood among the Tartars, and upon his refaling 
to kneel down, and ſubmit to his melancholy 
Fate, they firſt cut him with their Scimeters in 
the Calves of his Legs, and afterwards maſſa- 
cred him ina moſt miſerable Manner. His divi- 
ded Forces were likewiſe all cut to Pieces, ex- 
cept thoſe of the Artillery, who obtained 
Quarter, and were afterwards employed by 
the Enemy in the Siege of Mezetz, a Frontier 
Place of Perſia, and by the Help of thoſe 
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Gunners, and of the Cannon and Ammunition 


which they had taken from the Riſſſians, they 
forced the Governor to furrender upon diſ- 
advantageous Terms, and got a rich Booty 
in the Place, where there was a Monaſtery, 
the Walls of which were lined all over with 
Gold Plates. The Muſicians, as alſo ſeveral 
young Voluntiers, who were moſt of them 
Sons of Boyars, had likewiſe their Lives ſpa- 
red, and were afterwards ſold,

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The Father of this unfortunate Prince, a 


WW x Circaſhan by Birth, had brought himſelf into 


Diſgrace with the King of Perſia by refuſing 
to reſign to him his Wife, who was a very 
beautiful Woman, ſo ſhaking off his Obedi- 
ence to that Prince, he came to beg the Pro- 
tection of the Czar, who received him with 
great Civility and extraordinary Honours, pro- 
miſing to reſtore him to his Territories; but 
he dying ſoon after, left to this Prince A- 
lexander his only Son, the immenſe Treaſures 
he had brought with him to Muſcovy, when 
he fled; the young Prince was married to a 
Princeſs of the Houſe of Galliczin, who was 
reckoned the greateſt Beauty in all Ruſſia, 
but was unfortunately drowned in the Wolga, 
ſome Time before the unhappy Fate of her 
Huſband. 

It was firmly believed that the Czar would 
take the firſt Opportunity of revenging him- 
ſelf on thoſe Tartars, (called in ther own 
Language Kibicks, from their Tents) who have 
nothing to defend themſelves but their Scime- 
ters, Bows and Arrows, and very ſwift Horſes, 
for which Reaſon he intended to ſend a lefs 
numerous Army againſt them, which might 
more eaſily be furniſhed with Water and Pro- 
viſions, and cauſed new Forts to be raiſed in 
their Country for covering thoſe Mines which 
he intended to open there. The Perſians had 
long before an Eye upon the Gold Sand there, 

but the Inhabitants choaked up the Mouth of 
the River Daria on the Caſpian Sea, which 
gave Paſſage up to the Mountains from whence 
the Gold Sand was waſhed down, and diver- 
ted its Courſe into the flat Country. _ of

The next Day a great Council was held, and his 
Czariſh Majeſty having reſolved to exert in a 
very ſolemn Manner his Juſtice upon the ſaid 
Prince for his Difobedience and Breach of the 


Laws, Orders were given for the neceſſary Pre- 


parations to be made for that wot Ac- 
cordingly the 14, before break of Day, the 
2 3 Regiment 


— —— — — 
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1 Regiment of Guards, and Garrifon of the Ci- 


„being under Arms, were poſted round the 
Gale, 5 as to ſecure all the Gates and Ave- 
nues ; and Orders were ſent, at the ſame Time, 
to all his Majeſty's Miniſters, Boyars, and 


Counſellors, to repair to the great Hall in the 


Caſtle, and to the Clergy to aſſemble in the 
Cathedral. Then the great Bell was toll'd, 
and the Prince was brought in as a Priſoner, 
without his Sword; and being carried into the 
Czar's Preſence, who was ſtanding in the Hall, 
in the Midſt of the great Men of his King- 
dom, preſented a Writing to his Majeſty, con- 
taining a Confeſſion of his Crime, and in Tears 
fell at his Feet. The Czar gave the Paper to 
Baron Scbafiroff, his Vice Chancellor, and af- 
terwards raiſing his unhappy Son from the 
Ground, demanded of him what was his De- 


ſire? The Prince implor'd his Mercy, and 


begged he would fave his Life. His Maj 
— his Requeſt, but told him he =. gon 
imſelf off from the Hopes of inheriting his 
Crown; that he muſt ſolemnly renounce the 
Succeſſion, and acknowledge the ſame under 
his Hand; which he anſwer'd he was ready to 
pam. The Czar then expoſtulated with 


im upon his Diſobedience, and aſk*'d him who 


were the Adviſers of his late Eſcape? Upon 
which the Prince drew near and whiſper'd hum, 
and they went together into an adjoining Room, 
where it is ſuppoſed he the Perſons, 
which is the more probable, becauſe ſoon after 
three Couriers were diſpatched ſeveral Ways. 
His Majeſty and the Prince being returned 
into the Hall, the Prince ſigned an Inſtrument,

veral Articles, containing a long Deduction of 
the Cauſes of his Majeſty's excluding his eldeſt 
Son from the Succeſſion, were read aloud, This 
being done, the Miniſters, Boyars, Officers, 
and others, who were preſent, ſwore upon the 


Goſpel,” and ſubſcribed an Oath, of which ſe- - 
veral printed Copies had been prepared, im- 


porting, that the Czar having by his Letters 
declared that he had excluded from the Crown 
the Czarewitz Mexis Petrowitz, and had ap- 
inted his ſecond Son the Prince Royal Peter 
etrowitz to ſucceed him; they own'd the Le- 
Falte of this his Majeſty's Decree, acknow- 
the ſaid Peter Petrowitz to be the un- 
doubted Succeſſor to the Crown, engaged to 
ſtand by him with their Lives againſt any that 
ſhould dare to oppoſe him, and never would, 
under any Pretence whatſoever, adhere to Prince 
Alexis Petrowitz, or aſſiſt him in the Recovery 
of the ſaid Succeſſion. Then the Company re- 
f — to the Cathedral, where the Czar, in a 
Speech, ſet forth his Son's undutiful Be- 
haviour and evil Conduct; aſter which, the 
Clergy ſwore and ſubſcribed the Oath above- 
mentioned z this being ended, the Company 
was diſmiſs'd, and his Majeſty return'd to his

On the 18 of February, at Midnight, the 
Houſe of M. Kikin, [at Peterſburgh] miſ- 
ſioner of the Admiralty, and formerly the Czar's 
great Favourite, was ſurrounded by fifty Gre- 
nadiers; the Czar's Diſpleaſure being ſignify'd 
to him in his Bed, he was forthwith put in 
Irons, and carried away in ſuch Haſte that he 
hardly had Time to take Leave in a few Words 
of his Lady. The Siberian Czarewitz, and all 
the Servants of the Ruſſian Czarewitz had the 
fame Fate, and were moſt of them carried away 
fettered on the 22. of February to gr "OY 
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Orders were ſent, at this Time, to Prince 
Menzikoff,, at Peterſburgh, to ſeize the Knees 
Maſili Wolodimirowitz Dolgoruki, and to ſend 
him with a ſtrong Guard to Moſcow. He was 
Lieutenant-General, Colonel of the Guards of 
Preobrazinſky, Knight of the Daniſh Order of 
the Elephant, and, til} that Time, General In- 

uiſitor or Director of the Commiſſion eſtabli- 
ed for enquiring into the Miſmanagement of 
the Czar's Revenues. Accordingly, Prince
